G len Hill Farm became the latest 
national name to call Maryland’s 
Fair Hill Training Center home 
with the lease and pending purchase of a 
barn from Team Valor International this 
spring. Started by Alberto-Culver founder 
Leonard Lavin in the 1960s, Glen Hill 
is now run by Lavin’s grandson Craig 
Bernick and counts among its colorbear- 
ers future leading sire Relaunch, Grade 
1 winner Marketing Mix, 1994 Breeders’ 
Cup Distaff winner One Dreamer and 
others. 

Bernick oversees a breeding farm in 
Ocala, Fla., and racing divisions with 
trainer Tom Proctor in California and 
now Maryland. The move east came with 
success as Proctor won a Grade 1 in New 
York in June with Include Betty, and had 
won eight races from just 20 starts at 
Delaware Park through July 13 as part of 
a .33 winning percentage at Mid-Atlantic 
tracks this year. 

Proctor, who mixes Glen Hill runners 
with others for outside clients, had 40 
horses at Fair HiU and a small string at 
Delaware. 

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbreds Joe Clancy 
caught up with Bernick and Proctor at Fair 
Hill for a conversation: 

MAT: Why make the move to Maryland? 

Bernick: Unfortunately, where we 
have connections the racing has really 
gone downhill. I’m from Chicago and 
I wish Arlington’s racing was great and 
if it was we wouldn’t be here. We tike to 
race in California and we have another 
string. When we thought of this place, we 
thought it would be a good replacement 
for Arlington and Churchill because there 
are so many options for horses and we race 
a lot of homebreds. That’s important. The 
good horses can race at Belmont or maybe 
Saratoga, but the horses that maybe aren’t 
as good they can race a lot of places near 
here, get their maidens broken, get some 
confidence and maybe have careers. 

MAT: Are you using the whole facility? 

Proctor: i tike training out in my field 
by the barn. When I was a kid we used to 



gallop up on the polo field at Hollywood 
Park so it’s not all that foreign to me. I’ve 
got a lot of turf fillies and these fields are 
perfect for them. I’ve also got the riders 
(Xavier Ai 2 puru, Danielle Hodsdon, Mel 
Williams and others) that want to go there, 
too. That’s a big part of it. It helps, it’s a 
nice option to have and it’s pretty good 
for them.” 

MAT: What’s your impression of Fair Hill? 

Bernick: I had never been here before 
December. We came and got a tour of the 
barn and the facility. When you see some 
of the outfits that are here, that’s a Htde 
bit of your due diligence for you. It’s not 
like we’re pioneers coming in here. When 
Graham Motion and Michael Mat 2 and 
Michael Trombetta, Shug McGaughey and 
Tony Dutrow are here ... They win a lot of 
races and their horses do well everywhere. 
Any race you want to win, horses have 
been prepared here. We thought of the 
idea, this barn was available for lease. It 
was for sale but we decided to lease it for 
a year with the options to purchase. We’re 
going to be here long term. We can teU that 
it’s a nice place and we’U be committed to 



racing up here and getting horses ready 
here. We like it. 

Proctor: ‘Tt’s horse friendly, very 
horse friendly. They like horses here. 
Everything’s maintained well, the tracks 
are in good shape. There isn’t any place 
that’s perfect, but it sure seems like they try. 
It was a tittle rough getting started. I had 
to get the help organi 2 ed and oversee it a 
tittle more, but it will be a 50-50 split with 
California for me eventually.” 

MATl Any previous connections to the 
region? 

Proctor: My father (Willard) must 
have run a horse in Maryland, once, in 
the 1950s or something, and they sent 
him the Maryland Horse for years. I was a 
kid in Texas reading that maga 2 ine. I read 
about Kelso, Jay Trump, Bowie, all that 
stuff I took a horse to the Delaware Oaks 
once years ago and I met Mrs. (Miltie) 
Hanford in the paddock. She had Carl 
come down to meet me, he was a steward 
then and I remember thinking. Wow, Carl 
Hanford—Kelso’s trainer—came down to 
meet me.’ That meant a lot. 
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MILESTONES 


Won: His 2,000th race, trainer Graham 
Motion, at Delaware Park June 9. Motion 
sent out The Buttonwood Group’s Rachel 
Wall to win the day’s seventh race, a 
$35,000 allowance. Motion trained his 
first winner in 1993 at Laurel Park, after 
working as the assistant to HaU of Fame 
trainer Jonathan Sheppard and veteran 
Maryland trainer Bernie Bond. The Fair 
Hill, Md., resident bases his stable at Fair 
HiU Training Center but maintains smaller 
divisions in New York, Delaware Park and 
other locations during the year. Career 
highlights include the 2011 Kentucky 
Derby and 2013 Dubai World Cup with 
Animal Kingdom, Breeders’ Cup wins 
with Better Talk Now, Shared Account 
and Main Sequence. 

Won: His 5,000th race, 
jockey Joe Bravo, at 
Monmouth Park May 23. 

Bravo steered Boss Man 
home first in the day’s 
sixth race, a $35,000 
turf claimer. Bravo, 43, 
rode his first winner in 
1988 and won at least 
200 races a year from 
1989-96. He is among 
14 active jockeys, and 
31 overall, with 5,000 
or more wins. The New Jersey native 
has won Grade 1 races aboard Big Blue 
Kitten, Dan 2 a, Condo Commando, Little 
Mike, Turbo Compressor, Sean Avery, 
Lion Heart, Valid Video, Formal Gold 
and others. Bravo has led the Monmouth 
jockeys’ standings 13 times in addition to 
forays on the national stage. 

Announced: Its national award 
winners, the Thoroughbred Owners 
and Breeders Association. Among the 
honorees at the dinner slated for HiU 
‘n’ Dale Farm in Kentucky Sept. 11 wiU 


be state award winners Howard Bender 
(Maryland), Bright View Farm (New

Reached: A three-year agreement to 
trim Uve racing days, boost individual race 
purses and invest in racetrack faciUties, 
by Parx Racing and the Pennsylvania 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association. 

Announced in June, the move creates 
the first FaU Festival of racing leading 
up to the track’s signature events, the 
Pennsylvania Derby and Cotillion Stakes. 
With purses reaching $20 miUion, the 
festival wiU double purses over 32 hve 

racing dates, Aug. 
29 through Oct. 
20 this year. 

Live dates wiU 
be reduced from 
210 this year to 
156 in 2016. The 
schedule wiU 
include a break 
I with no racing 
I Dec. 23 through 
5 Feb. 13 and the 
entire month of 
August. 

Parx wiU keep the track open for 
training and wUl invest $4.4 million 
in racetrack infrastructure and 
improvements. Fall Festival purses wiU be 
about $500,000 per day with a preference 
to local horses at entry time and bonuses 
for wins by horses stabled on the grounds. 

The moves come in advance of 
proposed legislation allowing the state’s 
tracks to reduce racing dates to 100 per 
year and to build up to four non-primary 
locations with 250 slot machines (that 
would not be connected to the Race 
Horse Development Fund). 


Reached: A three-year contract, 

Charles Town Races and the Charles 
Town Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association on racing dates. 

A summary of the agreement stated that 
Charles Town will apply for not less than 
the minimum days and races per day 
required by state law, and that Charles 
Town will not seek a reduction in those 
numbers. Earher in the month. West 
Virginia track Mountaineer Park reached 
an agreement with its horsemen to cut 
50 days (from the original 210) from 
the 2015 schedule due to competition 
from the Ohio track Mahoning Valley 
and continued reductions in revenue for 
purses from slot machines. 

Realized: A 14.5 percent increase 
in purses during its spring season, the 
National Steeplechase Association. Final 
statistics through racing of May 31 
showed total purses paid of $2,479,300, 
an increase of more than $350,000 over 
the same time period in 2014. Other 
spring numbers included 97 races, an 
average purse value of $25,559 per race, 
and 660 starts made by 337 horses. 

Raised: $65,000 for the Thoroughbred 
Aftercare Alliance, the Maryland Jockey 
Club’s community-wide effort during 
Preakness Week. Events included Canter 
for the Cause, an aU-female handicapping 
challenge, the raffle of a John Deere 
Gator and Karaoke for the Cause. In 
addition. Sagamore Racing helped fuel the 
effort with a $30,000 donation as part of 
its sponsorship of the Pimlico Special.

Taking action with testing programs

N ews from Indiana-yes, Indiana-demonstrates the evolution of racing and 
some of the challenges the industry faces. 

In May, that state’s racing commission terminated its contract with Truesdail 
Laboratory for testing equine samples after the lab had faded, the commission said, to 
detect high levels of corticosteroids in three samples that other labs found. 

In early July, the Indiana Horse Racing Commission released its full audit of 
Truesdail’s work. Over a 26-day period, the commission said, Truesdail had missed 
seven positives, including a Class 1 (the most serious and dangerous kind). It did not 
call a single positive during that time. 

A few years ago, a report like that might not have registered much in our region. 
But, as a result of efforts by the Racing Medication and Testing Consortium to develop 
and promulgate a national uniform medication program, Indiana’s discovery matters 
very much, indeed. 

That’s because Truesdail is one of just five labs accredited by the RMTC, and the 
uniform medication program requires that states use an accredited laboratory. Maryland, 
Delaware, West Virginia, and New Jersey employ Truesdail as their testing laboratory. 

The growth of the uniform medication program-nine states have fully adopted it, 
with many more having adopted one or more tenets -is one of the more positive devel¬ 
opments in the sport in recent years, bespeaking the industry’s awareness of changing 
times and ability, when pushed, to adapt, even to cooperate. 

But in any new endeavor, there are bound to be hiccups, and seven missed posi¬ 
tives, including a Class 1, amount to a major case of indigestion. The next challenge for 
Midlantic racing leaders: responding in a considered but forceful manner to reassure 
horsemen and the betting public that the testing programs work.

And every now and then 
he does get to step up to the plate when 
called upon to function as the farm’s 
teaser. 

Hopes were high when Johnson 
purchased the speedy son of Crafty 
Prospector and the Danzig mare Baltic 
Sea in 2001. Bred by Windfields Farm in 
Canada, Prospect Bay was never worse 
than third in his seven starts for Lucille 


Conover and trainer John Kimmel. One 
of the top sprinters in the country 
in 1996, he traded punches with Not 
Surprising, Lite the Fuse, Honour and 
Glory and Kayrawan. AH four were 
there for Prospect Bay’s last race, the 
A Phenomenon Stakes-G2 at Saratoga 
that August. He and Jerry Bailey dueled 
throughout with Honour and Glory 
before Prospect Bay drew clear for the 
win, covering 6 furlongs in 1:08.29. 

As a graded stakes winner with four 
wins. Prospect Bay was one of two horses 
considered by Johnson, eager to stand a 
stallion at a time when Virginia’s breeding 
and racing programs were thriving. That 
same year. Prospect Bay’s half-brother, 
$3.2 million earner Caller One, scored the 
first of his two consecutive Dubai Golden 
Shaheen victories on World Cup Day. 

had a guy looking around in 
Kentucky, and this horse was reasonably 


priced. He was a terrific racehorse. His 
female famHy was reaUy good. The other 
horse was Our Emblem. They were both 
about the same price. Our Emblem had 
a better pedigree, but I didn’t think he 
was as good a racehorse. So I thought 
this horse would go over weU here—a 
fast horse in a market that was so speed- 
oriented. I bought Prospect Bay and AHen 
and Audrey Murray [of Murmur Farm 
in Maryland] bought Our Emblem. At 
the time I thought I was making the right 
caU, but within a year I was struggHng to 
get 15 mares to Prospect Bay and Our 
Emblem ended up siring the winner of 
the Kentucky Derby [War Emblem in 
2002].” 

In hindsight, Johnson readily owns up 
to some of the blame for the shortfall of 
his staUion’s success. Although he worked 
diHgently to promote the horse, Johnson 
wasn’t supporting the horse with his own 
mares. 

‘‘The mistake I made was standing a 
stallion that I wasn’t breeding to. I bred 
a few mares to him, but I was trying to 
breed a Htde upper-end at that time. And 
as I’ve learned with Street Magician 
[owned by Johnson and standing at 
Heritage StalHons in Maryland], if you 
want to stand a stallion you’d better 
support him. And I didn’t do that.” 

One owner who did support Prospect 
Bay was Johnson’s farm manager, Suzanne 
Dempsey. She Hked everything about him 
and had the advantage of dealing with 
the horse on a daHy basis. In 2004 she 
bred MoreHas Star (by Star Trace) to him, 
resulting in El Piston, winner of five races 
and $121,696. The gray gelding made 43 
starts over six seasons before retiring in 
2013. 

“My horse is now in Maryland with 
EmHy Carter, who is turning him into a 
beautiful Htde event horse. She sends me 
updates aH the time. She got him quaHfied 
for the Retired Racehorse Project’s 
Thoroughbred Makeover, so he’ll go to 
Kentucky in October to participate in 
that.” 

When interest in Prospect Bay feH 
short, Johnson and Dempsey were 
faced with a dHemma: what to do with 
a breeding stallion who wasn’t breeding. 
Johnson sent him to West Virginia 
when Naylee Farm expressed interest in 
standing him, but that venture bore Htde 
fruit. 
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Steve Proctor, a local breeder/owner/ 
trainer from the Colonial Downs area, 
had always loved the horse and thought 
perhaps he could find a few mares for 
him. 

‘‘Steve loved him and bred his two 
mares to him,’’ Dempsey said. “We 
weren’t doing anything with the horse, so 
I asked if he’d be interested in taking him. 
He said he thought he could get a few 
mares to him so he took him. . . and he 
ended up riding him on hacks through the 
woods. He LOVED him. It cracked me 
up because no one had sat on Prospect 
Bay in about 14 years.” 

When it became obvious that there 
was no commercial market for the 
horse, Dempsey approached Johnson 
about bringing him back to the farm for 
retirement. Johnson didn’t have to think 
twice, and Prospect Bay came back home 
for good. 

“I’U have friends visit and will take 
them out to show them the babies, and 
for some reason people will go right over 
to his paddock,” Dempsey said. “And 
before I can say anything they’re going 
‘Which one’s this one?’ He loves the 
attention and he’s really very sweet. The 
rearing thing was something he started 
here, and the guys really liked it when 
they had him on the end of the shank. He 
was never naughty, so they never got after 
him. And they love it when he does that. 
They’d all fight with each other about 
who would lead him out, because he’d 
stand up and put on such a show.” 

The old boy was suddenly big news 
this past March when he became the 
broodmare sire of the 2015 Dubai 
World Cup winner. Sheikh Hamdan bin 
Mohammed A1 Maktoum’s Prince Bishop 
(Ire) is by Irish-bred Dubawi out of 
Prospect Bay’s daughter North East Bay. 

The whole notion left Johnson 
grinning and shaking his head. 

“It just demonstrates how unscientific 
all this stuff is. I buy this horse instead 
of Our Emblem. The next year Our 
Emblem sires the Derby winner and 
the Murrays flip him for several million 
dollars. He never does another thing after 
that. Everything about Prospect Bay said 
‘stallion,’ but he just never managed to 
get that big horse. And now he’s the sire 
of the dam of the winner of the Dubai 
World Cup. How do you figure that?” ^

Mid-Atlantic 
gets its day 
in the Hall 


T ake a bow, South Carolina. Be joyous, 
Delaware. Stand up tall, Maryland. The 
National Museum of Racing’s HaU of 
Fame induction ceremony belongs to you. 
Mid-Atlantic Region. 

The event happens every August, but 
rarely hits this close to home. The normal 
HaU of Fame Day honors a big Kentucky 
name, maybe a horse who won the Preak- 
ness, perhaps a trainer who sent horses to 
Camden for the winter, or a jockey whose 
career briefly stopped at Laurel Park on 
the way to the big time. 

This year is not one of those years. 

Trainer King T. Leatherbury, jockey 
Chris Antley, dynamic distaff sprinter Xtra 
Heat and noted owner/breeder/racing 
executive Alfred Vanderbilt join the HaU’s 
roster Aug. 7 in Saratoga Springs, N.Y. Each 
carries a deep connection to the region. 
And that’s why this month’s maga 2 ine car¬ 
ries a HaU of Fame theme-complete with 
a history lesson on Thoroughbred legends 
bred in the region. 

Enjoy the moment. ‘‘Our” class of 
inductees stands with any. 

Leatherbury, now a world-class racing 
raconteur with nearly 6,500 victories and 
the country’s best turf sprinter in Ben’s Cat, 
was once a guy trying to win a few races 
at PimUco and Laurel. The region made 
him a HaU of Famer. He honed a program 
based on speed figures, gut instincts and 
trustworthy staffers. The wins came in 
waves, bunches, so many that even he 
seems amazed by it now. 

Nine consecutive years, the Hall of 
Fame trainer (nice ring to it, right?) won 
more races than he did the year before. 
Consider that for a minute. Leatherbury 
had the best year of his career nine times 
in a row, culminating with 365 wins in 
1976. The figure just missed being a win a 
day since 1976 was a leap year. 

Antley, the tragic figure some stiU caU 
the most talented jockey ever (ever), was 
once just a kid riding a bicycle past the 
EUoree Training Center. Lucky for racing, 
he stopped and decided he Uked riding 
horses more than he Uked catching fish. 
Antley learned to ride at EUoree with Goree 
Smith, then graduated to riding races for 
Smith’s brother Hammy in Maryland. 


From that beginning came 3,480 wins, 
nine in a day. Strike the Gold, Charismatic, 
Private Terms, Dancing Spree, November 
Snow, Mr. Nickerson, Meadow Star and aU 
the rest. Of course, Antley left the world 
wanting more-fighting off personal 
demons only he knew. Now, with the ben¬ 
efit of history, his career looks that much 
better even if it ended far too soon. 

Xtra Heat, who took on the boys at 
the Breeders’ Cup and in Dubai, was once 
a way-below-average sales 2-year-old at 
Timonium. People said she had OCD 
lesions in her stifles. John Salzman Sr. 
bought her anyway, spending less than you 
might on an OK used car. 

He watched her blossom into a Maserati. 
Xtra Heat won her first six races, made 35 
starts (aU but one a stakes), won 26 and 
earned more than $2.3 mUUon. Along the 
way she won admirers from aU corners of 
the racing world. She broke so fast, she’d 
nearly knock her jockey out of the sad¬ 
dle. I started cheering while watching her 
performance in the 2001 Breeders’ Cup 
Sprint—and I knew she didn’t win. 

Alfred VanderbUt Jr. had the good for¬ 
tune of being born into great wealth—his 
father’s famUy started the New York Central 
Railroad; his mother’s the Bromo-Seltzer 
company—and put it to use in racing in 
Maryland and beyond. At 21, he was given 
Sagamore Farm in Glyndon and built it into 
one of the country’s top racing and breed¬ 
ing operations. Sagamore campaigned HaU 
of Fame horses Native Dancer, Discovery 
and Bed o’ Roses among many others. 

He could have simply had a racing 
stable, but VanderbUt went far beyond that 
relatively simple achievement. He bought 
and managed PimUco Race Course, hosted 
the Seabiscuit-War Admiral match race, 
promoted racing to the pubUc. VanderbUt 
was later hired to run Belmont Park and 
was chairman of the board of the New 
York Racing Association. He enters the 
HaU of Fame in the relatively new PiUars 
of the Turf category, and there are few 
more deserving of that description. 

There’s a common thread for Vanderbilt, 
Antley, Leatherbury, Xtra Heat and plenty 
of other national racing leaders. 

And it weaves through the Mid-Atlantic.

Hall of Fame 
ceremony has 
regional flavor 

T he National Museum of Racing’s Hall of Fame induction ceremony takes on 
something of a Mid-Atlantic theme this year with the induction of longtime 
Maryland trainer King T. Leatherbury South Carolina-raised jockey Chris Antley 
and the Maryland-based Xtra Heat in the contemporary categories in Saratoga Springs, 
N.Y, Aug. 7. 

In addition, Maryland will be represented by the induction of Alfred Gwynne Vander¬ 
bilt Jr. in the Pillars of the Turf category. Vanderbilt established Glyndon’s Sagamore 
Farm as one of the nation’s racing powers and also owned Pimlico Race Course. 

Free and open to the public, the induction ceremony starts at 10:30 a.m. in the Fasig- 
Tipton sales pavilion on East Avenue. Other inductees this year include horses Lava Man 
(contemporary) and Billy Kelly (historic), early 1900s champion steeplechase and flat 
jockey turned trainer Vincent Powers and owner/breeder John Hay Whitney (Pillars of 
the TurQ. 

The contemporary inductees are chosen from a nationwide voting panel comprised 
of 180 racing writers, broadcasters, industry officials and historians from a group of 10 
finalists selected by the Hall of Fame’s Nominating Committee. The top four vote-getters 
among the finalists are elected.

Maryland trainer Leatherbury takes place 
among Thoroughbred racing’s legends

E ight words. 

Early one Saturday afternoon, white French doors 
barely opened to a clubby simulcast room at Laurel Park, 
King Leatherbury turns from Joyce the pari-mutuel clerk, tucks 
a pack of square white tickets into the pocket of his blue short- 
sleeve shirt, eyes an approaching reporter and teases the air 
with eight words that animate his incomparable horse-training 


portrait. 

‘Why don't we drive up to the Horse¬ 
shoe?” 

Leatherbury had set the time and place 
for this interview days earlier, only to pivot 
now toward the Baltimore casino. Driving 
alone the 20-odd miles would be a bore, 
he says; yakking about his National Hall 
of Fame election maybe shghtly less so. 
Combining them, yeah, would ease the 
monotony. 

Is it problematic to do the interview while joule 
driving? 

“Hell no,” he says, addressing a white 
Lexus that clearly has gone a distance of 
ground. “I handicap while Lm driving.” 


Efficiency, adaptabihty, determina¬ 
tion, daring, calculation, optimism and an 
unquenchable thirst for action even now 
at 82: The mythic balloon Leatherbury 
designed and built and used to ascend rac¬ 
ing's celestial kingdom displays brilliantly, 
as does a Lexus dashboard aglow with an 
orange check-engine icon, a red exclama¬ 
tion mark in the center of the tachometer 
and, below those, another orange advisory: 
TAILLAMP FAILURE. The odometer 
reads 262,623. 

He puts it in drive. 

Ever wilting to do the interview, 
Leatherbury nonetheless had questioned 


what more might be learned when 
EVERYTHING about him had been 
phrased and rephrased. Reminded of our 
last exchange, which produced revelations 
about his vast collection of walking sticks 
(none of which he needs), his written 
poetry, knack for carpentry and distaste for 
old photographs that cast a younger King 
Leatherbury with darker hair and more of 
it, he'd said, “OK. We'll see.” 

It doesn't take long. Barely off track 
grounds, right onto Whiskey Bottom Road, 
the conversation touches Saratoga Race 
Course, site of the Hall of Fame induction 
ceremony Aug. 7. A typical Hall of Fame 
trainer might carry countless memories 
of the Spa, of entire seasons spent in the 
sweet green New York highlands with 
stakes-meant stables and racing royalty and 
dinners at Siro's. Leatherbury, a claiming 
trainer to his core, claims to have tramped 
the Saratoga grounds twice. 

He turns left on Rt. 198, headed east. 

“Saratoga's a very interesting story,” he 
says with vintage sing-song pitch. “I was 
training for Bill Page of Bill Page Pontiac 
there in the Washington area. He was rol¬ 
lin', he was claimin' horses, and he had 
some 3-year-old filly; I forget her name. We 
van her up there and run her. 
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‘‘The story there is that Bill Page, me 
and my wife, Linda, had flown up there 
on some little old plane. Comin" back, we 
run into this thunderstorm, and Pm teUin" 
you, it was so severe not one of us said 
one word; we were just in there holdin’ 
our breath. The hail was hittin’ the wind¬ 
shield so hard, it felt like somebody with 
a hammer. BAM! BAM! Pm thinkin’ the 
windshield’s gotta break. We finally made 
it down—pilot didn’t even go back to the 
airport that he started from; he landed at 
some close-by htde airport-and you could 
see the dents in the wings where the hail 
had hit so hard. And I know he was scared. 
We were so scared, we were afraid to even 
say, ‘I’m worried about this.’ That was really 
a thing PU never forget. That coulda been 
the end of K.T Leatherbury right there.” 

The postscript: Economy’s disciple, 
he’U drive to Saratoga with family and 
friends for the celebrated Hall of Fame 
welcome, not for fear of flying but for its 
bother. 

“I know the planes are fast, and they’re 
safe—Pm not worried about safety—but, 
God darn, you’ve got to get to the airport 
so long, park, wait in line to get through 
all the security things —takes forever. So aU 
that time, you could be drivin’. So unless 


you’re goin’ to California or somethin’. Pm 
just against flyin’. The last time I flew, I 
had a seat that wouldn’t go back. Pm sittin’ 
like this”—perfectly rigid and vertical—“the 
whole damn flight.” 

Up the entrance ramp onto Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway north, the car above 
speed but smooth and sure in his lO-and-2 
hands. He moves into the leftmost of three 
lanes, steering conversationally toward 
Saratoga. 

“Right at the end of the Delaware 
meet—God knows when this was—but 
Larry Abbundi was the racing secretary. So 
the racing secretary at Saratoga calls him 
up and says, ‘I wonder, could I possibly 
husde Leatherbury in a race?’ The guy had 
a steeplechase race-only had five horses 
in, but he said, ‘I’ll let it go with six.’ He 
said, ‘Leatherbury probably doesn’t know 
this, but he claimed a horse that can reaUy 
jump.’ 

“So he calls me and says, ‘You know 
you got a horse over there that can jump?’ 
I said, ‘No.’ He said, ‘WeU, you wanna run 
in a jumpin’ race?’ I said, ‘Sure.’ Put him on 
the van, ship him up there, Jerry Fishback 
rides him. Lo and behold, the horse wins. 
Pm battin’ a thousand as a steeplechase 


trainer. And I quit the [steeplechase] game; 
I figured this is the time to get out.” 

One steeplechase score, 6,455 flat- 
track scores (through June) and innu¬ 
merable tales, quips and riddles bolster 
Leatherbury’s sensationally unorthodox 
resume. In the very way he spurned rac¬ 
ing’s time-held conventions by becoming 
a hands-off, stay-at-home trainer, so his 
verbal horseplay might challenge sensibili¬ 
ties. Hence the conundrum: How much of 
his best material can he use for his Hall of 
Fame acceptance speech and still strike the 
right grateful, reverent notes? 

At the Alibi breakfast during Preakness 
Week, Leatherbury thanked Pimlico for the 
honorary postmaster status granted Ben’s 
Cat-his sprint-happy, turf-scorching, 
stakes-gobbhng homebred-then delivered 
an eight-minute standup routine that had 
’em howling. One such serving: 

A guy goes to the doctor and gets looked at, and 
the doctor says, '‘You know, you're in pretty good 
shapefor 50years old. ” Guy says, "Who saidTm 
50? Tm 60." Doctor says, "Thafs even better 
then. How old was yourfather when he died?" Guy 
says, "Who said he died? He's 80." Doctor says, 
"Well, good—you've got good genes. So how old was 
your grandfather when he died?" Guy says, "Who 
said he died? He's a hundred years old. In fact, he's 
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gettin' married tomorrow.'’ Doctor says, ''Why in 
the world would a hundred-year-old man want to 
get married?” Guy says, "Who said he wants to 
get married?” 

"1 was rollin’, man,” he says of the per¬ 
formance. ‘‘And I didn’t realize how good 
I was, so to speak, until somebody showed 
me a recording of it. I said, ‘God darn, I 
did look professional up there. I was rat¬ 
tlin’ along.’ And once you get the people 
laughin’, you got ’em.” 

He eases into the center lane, then the 
right and asks for speed. 

“All this started because an awards din¬ 
ner is boring as heU unless you’re gettin’ 
an award,” he says. “So that’s what started 
me years ago tryin’ to throw a little humor 
into these things, and lighten these things 
up. So now that I’m known for that. I’m 
expected to do it. Now I have to do it. 

“So here’s the deal: Up there [at 
Saratoga], I can use a lot of my old stuff 
because it’ll be virgin ears. You know how 
you buy a CD, The Best of Andy Williams? 
This’ll be the best of Leatherbury. I’m 
not gonna go through the stuff that only 
gets a small laugh. But I also can’t take for 
granted that I’m just gonna go up there 
and do some shtick. I’ve got to build that 
in gently and say how serious this is. So that 
is a fine line there I’m gonna have to work 
out. This is the highest honor you can get 
in our industry, so I’ve got to acknowledge 
that—how much it means to me. I’m very 
honored.” 

Whatever Leatherbury packs for Sara¬ 
toga, assistant trainer Avon Thorpe sug¬ 
gests, his best material is sure to go along. 
“He’s always laughin’ and jokin’,” Thorpe 
says. “He’s always got a story to teU you.” 

Since 1991, Thorpe has sampled the 
Leatherbury repertoire, often from a dis¬ 
tance. By the time Thorpe came aboard, 
a recent Maryland rule allowing tele¬ 
phone use in racetrack barns encouraged 
Leatherbury to leave the stables altogether 
and work from home. 

He established training schedules there 
for 40 horses at Pimlico and 40 more 
at Laurel, scoured Jerry Brown’s Thoro- 
Graph sheets for potential claims and 
wagers, and estabhshed a hierarchy in 
which exercise riders reported to assis¬ 
tant trainers and assistant trainers to him. 
Swapping racetrack yarns with other train¬ 
ers made for levity and good appearances, 
Leatherbury said, but insight grew more 
from an exercise rider’s tactile sensations 
than a trainer’s long-range vision. 


So Thorpe implements Leatherbury’s 
spoken edicts, ad-libbing when circum¬ 
stances dictate, and relishes “the best 
friend I ever had.” 

“He’U teach you a lot and then pretty 
much test you on stuff,” says Thorpe, 42. 
“It’s amazing. He trusts your opinion. I 
could go on and on. Business-wise, he’s 
the mellowest person I’ve ever seen. AH the 
years I’ve been with him. I’ve seen him get 
mad maybe twice.” 

But the stories keep coming. 

“He once had an old Chevy,” Thorpe 
says, “and he had to blow it out goin’ down 
the hill to get it goin’ up the hiU. So there 
he is, pickin’ up speed, then blows it out 
goin’ down the hiU and passes a pohce [car] 
chasin’ another car. He makes it up the hiU, 
glad that he did, and the police puU him 
over and let the other car go.” 

At the moment, Leatherbury slows for 
the parkway’s anticipated end south of the 
city, turns right into the Horseshoe Casino 
parking lot and tips his play. 

The red and black numbers of the rou¬ 
lette wheel speak in mathematical code, he 
says: They might break even over time, but 
they clump along the way. 

“If it comes eight straight reds, I wait 
for it to break,” he says. “And once it 
breaks, then I follow back with it. And that 
seems to happen three out of five times. 
And if that’s the case, then I’m gonna beat 
the house.” 

Leatherbury parks, and from the driv¬ 
er’s-door pocket produces a once-white 
greeting-card bag, removes a binder chp 
and puUs out a few dark casino chips—not 
enough to make his standard $2,000 wager. 

“I wanna bet the same thing aU the 
time,” he says. “The worst thing in the 
world is to bet $1,000 on a winner and 
$2,000 on a loser.” 

He takes the steps down one floor to 
the casino, saying, “It’s the only exercise 
I get. I don’t lift weights or anything.” He 
walks a measured pace into the casino, 
scans the roulette towers. 

“You’re lookin’ for that fine,” he says, 
and there it is-a tower showing seven 
straight black numbers in an undisturbed 
column. He awaits the interruption, gets it 
with 12 red. 

He hands a casino card to a pit boss 
whose smile imphes recognition, lays down 
$2,000 on red, hedging with $50 “insur¬ 
ance” plays on the green 0 and 00. With 
20 of the 38 possible outcomes covered, 
he’s positioned for a $4,000 return on red 


and a $1,750 return on either green. The 
white marble-sized ball skitters about the 
roulette wheel, slows the dance and rests 
on 33 black. 

Leatherbury shows no reaction. “I’m 
not gonna try to chase with some more 
bets,” he says, tone unwavering as he clat¬ 
ters a few chips from hand to hand. “Once 
the thing is broken, I don’t want to go back 
and repair it. It’s unfortunate the venture 
ended so soon.” 

At that, he exits. 

“He’s such a unique person,” says 
Donald Barr, who has trained in Maryland 
close to 50 years. “For aU he’s accom- 
phshed, one of the things that gets over¬ 
looked is his sense of discipline and abil¬ 
ity to stay in the game. Anybody who can 
survive the grandstand and betting all these 
years is something special.” 

The two share a needling routine that 
involves Ben’s Cat, and his morning paces 
far from Leatherbury’s view. It goes some¬ 
thing like this: 

Barr: “Ben’s doing pretty good. He 
worked good yesterday.” 

Leatherbury: “I’m glad you’re payin’ 
attention.” 

Like his trainer, Ben’s Cat has become 
an exalted racing sphinx. His pedigree-by 
Parker’s Storm Cat from stakes-placed dam 
Twofox (by Thirty Eight Paces) —stoked 
thoughts of usefulness, the hopes then 
tempered after stablehands discovered him 
lame behind before he’d raced. 

An unwavering pragmatist, Leatherbury 
dechned to seek high-cost diagnostics, say¬ 
ing, “It was not worth doin’ that with the 
economics of it.” Instead, he relied on 
trusted veterinarian James Stewart (since 
retired), who surmised a broken pelvis 
requiring six months’ stall rest. 

Ben’s Cat’s first two races, in the 
spring of his 4-year-old season, revealed 
Leatherbury’s expectations: a $20,000 
maiden claimer, which he won, and a 
$25,000 never-won-two claimer, which he 
won. The dark bay gelding followed those 
with six consecutive victories and keeps 
revving at age 9. Through June, he’d won 
24 stakes (four graded), 29 races overall 
(from 48 starts), more than $2.4 million 
and a Maryland-bred Horse of the Year 
tide each of the past four years. Maybe as 
remarkably, he’s left Leatherbury groping 
for words to explain it. 

“His endurance is because he didn’t 
race as a 2-year-old or 3-year-old, ’cause 
a horse is not fuUy mature until he’s, like. 
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Photographer Skip Ball caught this classic shot of Leatherbury in his element-studying the program-in 1987. 


5/’ Leatherbury says. ‘‘All his bones and 
everything were matured, so there was no 
damage done to him early His ability is just 
one of those things . . . and luck.'’ 

The emergent, consistent, come-from- 
behind da 22 le of Ben’s Cat won him 
legions of fans, and moved Glenn Lane to 
act. One of the nation’s top race-winning 
owners during the 1980s, Lane consid¬ 
ered Leatherbury first and foremost in 
establishing a Maryland division and held 
firm even after an awkward start: Their 
first collaboration would fuel future sto¬ 
ries when Leatherbury’s help brought the 
wrong horse to the paddock. 

“Horsemen would look down on the 
fact that he wasn’t at the barn every day,” 
Lane says. “But he was a businessman and 
a manager and taught me so much about 
the business from a management perspec¬ 
tive. The feedback was so much better than 
from somebody who had his hands on a 
horse’s legs every day.” 

Based in New Jersey, Lane had impact¬ 
ed the sport as a cannon shot: His rac¬ 
ing stable encompassed 100 horses at a 
given time, and he figures Leatherbury’s 
comprised about 200 of his 700 victories. 
But by 1990 Lane closed shop and con¬ 


centrated on his job in financial services 
technology and operations. 

For close to 20 years he had no contact 
with Leatherbury, then telephoned in the 
fall of 2011 as Leatherbury contemplated 
supplementing Ben’s Cat to the Breeders’ 
Cup for $100,000 (with potential help from 
investors). Linda, thrilled to reconnect, 
framed the Breeders’ Cup possibihty this 
way: “Yes, he’s still very cheap,” she told 
Lane. “In fact, I want to let you know we’re 
talking on a rotary phone.” 

Assessing the odds, Leatherbury 
deemed the supplement an unwise invest¬ 
ment (as he would the following year), 
but he’d reali 2 e a payoff nonetheless. The 
fuse with Lane reignited, the two began 
speaking often. In time, Ben’s Cat’s sus¬ 
tained accomphshments, and his trainer’s, 
prompted Lane to tout Leatherbury in Hall 
of Fame circles. 

“I’m not taking responsibihty for it, but 
I did what I could,” Lane says. “I think 
Ben’s Cat and that push and seeing the way 
he managed that horse reminded people 
that he was stiU around.” 

Maryland trainers didn’t forget. “He’s 
still a thorn in your side every time you try 
to go against him,” Barr says. Then: 


“Every year, when they had the HaU 
of Fame announcements and he’d be left 
out, all the guys in the business would say, 
‘What a farce it is. What else is left for him 
to do?’ We always felt hke he was getting 
shunned. Everybody thought it was a mis¬ 
carriage of justice that he wasn’t in ... It’s 
long overdue.” 

“I think the guy’s a genius,” says John 
Burke III, recently retired Maryland chief 
steward and theretofore a longtime trainer. 
“To do what he’s done is ama 2 ing. He’s the 
eighth wonder of the world.” 

Ever the reahst, Leatherbury had 
remained sanguine about his Hall of Fame 
chances. 

“Some of the feedback I got was that 
... in order to get this [election], you had 
to perform at the very top level in racing. 
I’ve never run in a Breeders’ Cup race. 
Never run in the Derby. Never run in 
the Belmont. . . So you couldn’t compete 
on a mediocre level and expect to get in. 
And I thought that was a legitimate thing. 
And my answer was, I have received more 
awards and honors than any one man 
could ever expect in a hfetime, regardless 
of what the profession is. I just attained 
everything but that, so I certainly didn’t 
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need that; I wasn’t lookin’ forward to it It 
wasn’t a desire of mine, or an objective.” 

Leatherbury learned of his Hall of 
Fame selection by telephone, and even here 
sharpens the jocular blade. ‘‘Somebody 
contacted me,” he says, “and I said, ‘I 
demand a recount’ ” 

He asked Lane to introduce him at the 
induction ceremony. Assuming Maryland 
racing colleagues appear as 
pledged, he thinks he could 
have 30 guests. 

Beyond the audacious led¬ 
ger, Lane says, Leatherbury 
furnishes enough margin notes 
to provide ample introductory 
fodder. “He’s ultra-consistent,” 

Lane says. “He has a routine 
for, like, everything in his hfe. 

And he has an energy and a 
playfulness about him that’s 
just amazing for a man 82 years 
old.” 

A typical trainer might con¬ 
strue Hall of Fame induction 
the crowning glory, the symbol¬ 
ic cloaking of a 57-year mantle 
studded with two national vic¬ 
tory titles (322 in 1977, 304 in 
’78), 52 Laurel/PimHco train¬ 
ing titles, more than a dozen 
graded stakes winners and the 
rare feat of turning a claimer. 

Taking Risks, into a Grade 1 
conqueror. Leatherbury con¬ 
siders the practical apphcation 
with antiseptic candor. 

“It won’t get me any own¬ 
ers; I’m too old,” he says. “ 

Nobody’s gonna come in the 
game and get an 82-year-old trainer. The 
average young guy is gonna get some up- 
and-coming young trainer that he can grow 
with. No, I’m dead on that part.” 

There’s more. 

“It’ll end up costin’ me money: I gotta 
pay for my room up there. They don’t give 
you a room.” 

He pauses. 

“The first time I was leadin’ trainer in 
the country, the HBPA sent me and my 
wife to Los Angeles, paid my way there, 
paid my way back, gave me a thing in one 
of the big hotels. My wife dances with Cary 
Grant, dances with John Forsythe. John 
Forsythe came up to me and said, ‘You had 
a nice acceptance speech. You did a very 
good job.’ And I was nervous as heU. But I 
don’t get nervous anymore.” 


Ever? 

“Well, maybe when I see the red and 
blue hghts flashin’ behind me. . . I haven’t 
had a ticket in a long, long time. The last 
couple times. I’ve just got warnings. They 
see an old man in there, and they really feel 
sorry for me. It’s the truth. 

“One time I was gettin’ a ticket, and 
I was in court. And before it started, the 


judge said, ‘I don’t know how many of you 
are familiar with horse racing, but we have 
a very famous person in the court today’ 
So naturally, he eased up my [penalty]. 
Didn’t let me off, but he eased it up.” 

At the moment, he’s back in the passing 
lane on the Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
headed south, left hand on the wheel, cell¬ 
phone to his right ear, Jersey barrier to his 
left. He ends the phone conversation and 
begins a monologue on his horse-training 
adventure that took root in 1959, before 
Dale Capuano or Scott Lake or Jamie Ness 
or Hugh McMahon drew a breath. 

He had the pedigree for it by tide and 
aim as the only child of Evelyn King 
and Taylor Leatherbury, a Thoroughbred 
owner, trainer and breeder. Dad gave 
young King his first racetrack exposures

at Marlboro and Bowie, each about a 
20-minute drive from their farm in West 
River, Md. 

“I had no dreams,” he says of his 
horse-training outset. “All I wanted to do 
was exist. When I first started out, I wasn’t 
married; I had no responsibilities. I had a 
joke about it: AH I wanted was a hundred- 
doUar bill in my pocket and a Cadillac 
convertible. I never did get the 
Cadillac convertible. 

“I had a college degree [in 
business administration from 
University of Maryland], and 
I knew I could always get 
some job. I wasn’t after makin’ 
money; I just wanted to do 
somethin’ I enjoyed. I figured 
it this way: If I get a job some¬ 
where five days a week, then 
Saturdays I’m gonna be out 
at the track anyway. And sure 
I’d make more money that 
way, but I wouldn’t be where I 
wanted to be. In the daytime, I 
like to bet, figure it out, handi¬ 
cap. And I was content just to 
get by with expenses and bein’ 
able to feed myself and afford 
a place to stay. That was my 
approach.” 

Up ahead, crawhng cars 
clog both lanes. Leatherbury 
acknowledges the slowdown 
without emotion, slows his 
approach. 

His first decade in the busi¬ 
ness showed sure and steady 
growth—10 wins his debut sea¬ 
son of 1959, 44 in ’66, 60 in 
’69. Then the blastoff starting 1971: 91 
wins, 130,176, 222, 312 and 365 before his 
nation-leading tallies. 

The surge, he says, rode necessity: To 
challenge Bud Delp and Dick Dutrow and 
John Tammaro, he had to claim to survive. 

“Didn’t even know what claiming was 
when I first started out,” he says. “My 
father would buy a couple yearhngs every 
year, and he always had some [homebreds]. 
And some of his friends were doin’ the 
same thing, and then I got to train for 
them. And it wasn’t until I got in with some 
people that wanted some action, and the 
best way to get action was to claim. 

“But it really took off with the competi¬ 
tion from Bud Delp—he was the big super¬ 
market trainer as they called him —and 
Dutrow and Tammaro. At that stage, in

order to compete, you had to have the horses to compete with 
'em. So that's when I really got into claimin'. . . The object was to 
become leading trainer." 

Trainer John HartseU Jr., then a student and star pitcher at 
Northwood High in Silver Spring, Md., says he'd spend Saturday 
afternoons at Bowie Race Course in the 1970s. More than the 
spectacle compelled him. 

‘‘I'd sneak out there with the older guys," he says. “They'd be 
drinking beer and having a good time; I'd have my head in the 
Racing Form. And there it was—King Leatherbury. I was struck by 
the name. 

“He was my idol; he still is. This is why I got into the horse¬ 
racing business. He was my inspiration. I'm like, how cool would 
it to be to do that for a hving?" 

Leatherbury guides the Lexus off the B-W Parkway, onto 
Rt. 198 west, explaining his genesis with the handicapping sheets, 
first Len Ragoxin's, then Jerry Brown's. 

“Len RagoAn called me up. He said, ‘You don't know me, I 
don't know you, but I know enough to see when you get a horse, 
it improves. That's the kind of trainer I want.' He says, ‘I'm gonna 
pick the horses out. I'll send the money out. You claim the horses, 
m teU you where to run 'em back. So you don't have to worry 
about claimin' a bad horse; it's my fault if I do. So, very first horse 
he calls me. Put the claim in. Claim it. Run it back; it wins. He 
called a couple days later. Claimed the horse. Run him back; he 
wins. I don't know if it happened two, three or four times in a row; 
I can't remember. But it happened. 

“I'm goin', ‘Who is this guy? Good God, he's a genius.' And, 
of course, he had the numbers. He'd claim a horse for $10,000, 
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and he’d even say, ‘I’m gonna go up to 
New York and win for $25,000.’ And he 
would. But you can’t find that deviation 
now like you could then, because people 
have wised up.” 

Leatherbury says he so trusted the sheet 
numbers that he would make an entire 
day’s claims before the first race. 

“Some people like to look at a horse 
before they claim it, and that’s fine,” he 
says. “But unless the horse is a first-time 
starter, and you wanna make sure he isn’t 
a runt or real crooked, I don’t really see 
the need.” 

Right on Whiskey Bottom Road, 
left onto the Laurel Park access road, 
Leatherbury reveals that he chose his nom 
de course for twin sons Taylor and Todd. 
Hence the name: The Jim Stable. 

“When the boys were toddlers, they 
watched Sesame Street^" he says. ''Sesame 
Street h 2 id these two characters, Jim, and the 
other might have been Buddy. The other 
one would always ask: ‘Hey, Jim. How do 
you do this?’ ‘Hey, Jim, what follows 98?’ 
But then Todd started callin’ Taylor Jim, 
Taylor started callin’ Todd Jim, and then, 
when there was a bunch of kids from the 
neighborhood in the room playin’ or out in 
the yard, they would call Taylor and Todd 
Jim. So I said, ‘My God, that’s all I hear: 
Jim this, Jim that. So I just named it The 
Jim Stable.” 

Back in the simulcast room with his pals, 
Leatherbury checks the bets he’d made ear¬ 
lier for Belmont Park and Monmouth. He 
peels through the stack of tickets, finds a 
good $30 win bet on a 9-1 shot and a $5 
exacta that returned $73.40 for $2. Worth 
about $500, they appear his only cashers. 

Kathy the waitress stops to his side. 
“Soup today? Chicken noodle.” 

“Yeah,” Leatherbury says, tone upbeat. 
“And some good bread.” 

Soon there comes an unexpected side. 
Leatherbury, the steely, bottom-line trainer 
offers a helping of . . . sentimentality. 

He reveals that he once made an emo¬ 
tional claim, a take-back of the won¬ 
drous old gray-white gelding he’d had 
and lost, had and lost. Port Conway Lane, 
Leatherbury’s young stakes winner turned 
Thoroughbred perennial, was nu22hng 
toward 50 victories, and Leatherbury 
sought to lay the milestone. 

Port Conway Lane soldiered through 
242 starts in 13 seasons, won most of his 
52 races for Leatherbury and provided 


enough narrative mirth to keep the tales 
wagging for decades. 

William T. Stokes, a friend of Leather¬ 
bury’s dad, had bought Port Conway Lane 
for $7,000 at a 1970 Keeneland yearhng sale 
and gave him to King to train. Leatherbury 
didn’t attend the auction, which matters 
not to the telling. 

“What comes [into the ring] was this 
gi^3.y, good-lookin’ horse,” Leatherbury 
says. “The horse had had, in his younger 
days, some kind of injury to his tendon, 
which looked like a deformity. So [John] 
Tammaro, he’s so aware of everything. He 
knew my owners . . . and he liked to talk, 
and he always had an audience because 
he could make stories, and they sounded 
good. And he said, ‘One of Leatherbury’s 
owners just bought a yearling with a bowed 
tendon.’ Well, this is Port Conway Lane. He 
never even bucked shins; he never had any 
problems.” 

Port Conway Lane ran so well so long 
that CBS’s Charles Kuralt paid him televi¬ 
sion homage. Leatherbury reaches for the 
bread, a grilled club roll half 

“When Sunday Morning did that show on 
him, Marvin Kuhn had just claimed him 
from me, and I claimed him back,” he says. 
“They interviewed Marvin. And I always 
told Marvin, ‘See what I did for you—I got 
you on national television.’ ” 

Beyond Port Conway Lane, Leather¬ 
bury shows a sofmess for Ah Day (Malibu 
Moon—^Endette, by Thirty Eight Paces), 
his graded stakes-winning homebred who 
fought through physical strife to win 14 
races and more than $900,000. 

Here again, Leatherbury sheds his hard- 
boiled mantra. “Ah Day’s gonna be a lead 
pony, you know,” he says, voice kiting. “So 
he’ll be back over there kstenin’ to the 
bugle.” 

A spoonful of soup rises, and a ques¬ 
tion: Have we misread King Leatherbury 
aU these years? Did we misinterpret his 
assertion that he entered the sport not for 
a love of the horse, per se, but for horse 
racing? Did we therefore harden his heart 
unfairly? 

“I love animals,” he says. “Dogs, I think, 
are the greatest animals on earth.” 

He favors horses too, but how emotion¬ 
ally close, he asks, can one get to a creature 
that spends so much time in a stall? 

This animal fondness might be viewed, 
however comically, outside Leatherbury’s 
MitcheUvike, Md., home, where he’s appar¬ 


ently adopted what he calls bu 22 ards — 
more kkely turkey vultures. 

He dubbed the three Moe, Larry and 
Curly. 

“It’s one of those things-if you don’t 
know ’em, you don’t kke ’em,” he says. 
“They showed up one day, and we fed ’em. 
They’ll kteraUy eat out of my hands. If you 
filmed the thing, you’d probably think I 
was cra 2 y.” 

For food, Leatherbury says he makes 
trips to Sam’s Club for pork loin ($1.70 a 
pound, the cheapest around), and adds this 
“damnedest” footnote: The family cats 
gladly coexist with them. 

Leatherbury says he lays out raw eggs 
and wet and dry dog food for foxes that 
prowl the property at night, and marvels, at 
the pond beyond the barn, how the hungry 
fish gather, mouths agape, at his arrival. 

Just when you start to think the guy’s 
become St. Francis of Assisi, King T. 
Leatherbury returns. Conversation shifting 
to the future, Leatherbury again steers a 
rational analysis. 

He has 14 horses in Barn 1 at Laurel 
Park, he says, six of which he owns. 
(Assistant Thorpe snickers at the figure, 
calls 18 more accurate. “Make that 17,” 
Thorpe says. “We sent one home today”) 
But the flimsy-margin point conveys. 

“If it wasn’t for Ben’s Cat, I’d be not 
able to pay the vet bills,” Leatherbury says. 
“So I’ve got to do something. When it 
comes to a point of costin’ me money to 
stay in the business, do you go to your sav¬ 
ings? Like, most owners, the game’s gonna 
cost ’em money. So a guy’s gonna have a 
stable of horses and say, ‘I’m wiUing to lose 
$30,000 a year.’ I’m not gonna do that. So 
when it comes to a point where it’s costin’ 
me more than I bring in ... ” 

The sentence vanishes, dangkng the 
notion that Leatherbury, ever driven, might 
actually put it in park. The measured, 
objective, calculated Hall of Fame trainer 
has reengaged his profit-minded manifes¬ 
to, his dedicated aim for return on invest¬ 
ment. 

But might Leatherbury’s investment 
supersede the monetary? What’s his spiri¬ 
tual break-even point? How long might it 
take him to quantify his stake in a business 
he so fearlessly, skillfully, unapologeticaUy 
remastered? 

Eight words. 

“Out of racing,” he says, “I’m not King 
Leatherbury anymore.” ^ 
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One of a Kind 

Regional heroine Xtra Heat 
sprints into the Hall of Fame

W hen people see John Salzman Sn or Ken Taylor at a 
sale Of at the races, the questions are always the same. 
‘‘You lookin’ for another Xtra Heat?” 

‘‘Think the next Xtra Heat is here?” 

“Hey, how about this one? Is she as good as Xtra Heat?” 


Sal 2 man and Taylor, trainer and owner 
of the Maryland-based sprinting dynamo 
who won 26 races, earned nearly $2.4 
milhon, won an Echpse Award, took her 
connections places they’d only dreamed 
of and earned a spot in the 2015 class 
of Thoroughbred racing’s Hall of Fame, 
laugh about it. There was only one Xtra 
Heat. 

‘d’ve had some nice horses, but nothing 
like her,” said Salzman, the Laurel Park- 
based trainer whose career began in 1978. 
“She passed all of them. She was a nice 
horse. No comparison. Not even close.” 

“There are no more Xtra Heats,” said 
Taylor, a Baltimore resident who became 
an owner after years of being a horse- 
player. “She is the best of the best. Every 
accolade she gets, she deserves.” 

Bred in Kentucky by a partnership of 
the McLean family, Scott Rion and Peter 
Feringa Jr., Xtra Heat was not necessarily 
destined for greatness. 

The McLeans own Crestwood Farm in 
Lexington and stood the stallion Dixieland 
Heat. Pedigree consultant Rob Keck rec¬ 


ommended mating the Hatchet Man mare 
Begin to the son of Dixieland Band. 

Born in 1998, the resulting filly was 
small, but correct and a solid weanling 
prospect when she sold for $9,100 at 
Keeneland November. The following 
summer, she brought just $4,700 at OBS 
August. 

“She was a nice looking individual but 
at the time I don’t think she seemed all that 
special,” said Pope McLean in June. “Pd 
be lying if I said I could tell she was going 
to be a champion but I remember she was 
nice looking, well developed and looked 
the part. I was shocked when she went 
to Florida and sold for $4,700. I thought 
something terrible must have happened to 
her. That’s the beauty of this game, some¬ 
one can come along and pick up a filly 
like that and accomplish what she could. 
It would be beyond your wildest dreams.” 

Salzman was the next dreamer, sign¬ 
ing a $5,000 ticket on the 2-year-old filly 
at Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s May sale in 
Timonium, Md. The purchase was vintage 
Salzman, who scopes undervalued talent at 


the sales. Xtra Heat supposedly had OCD 
flakes in her stifles and did much of her 
sales prep in a swimming pool. 

“I always stand in the back at the sale, 
and I buy horses that come through there 
that I hke the conformation on,” said 
Salzman, who bought three at that 2000 
sale. “She fit the criteria, she ran downhill, 
she looked hke she could run and she 
looked hke she would improve.” 

Salzman still hears from supposed 
underbidders. 

The trainer took his new fiUy home 
and worked her four times-three-eighths 
in :36 (twice), a half-mile in :48, another 
half in :47-and looked for a race. Less 
than two months after the sale, Xtra Heat 
turned up in a $25,000 maiden claimer 
going 5 furlongs at Laurel. Salzman told 
jockey Rick Wilson the fiUy could run, 
but also added that she might not be fit 
enough. The trainer bet $600 to win at 2-1 
and unknowingly watched a Hall of Fame 
career begin. She won by a neck and, much 
hke the sale, Salzman stiU gets told about 
would-be claims. 

Taylor went along for the ride, and the 
method. 

“Back then I hadn’t been in the horse 
game that long, and John was the guy who 
could get the bargains and find the horses 
for the price,” Taylor said. “I did not have 
a clue, no clue. We were trying to buy her 
and run her hke we did for maiden 25 and 
if somebody wanted to claim her or buy 
her, enjoy yourself. We were going to make 
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20 grand and that isn’t all bad. We’d buy 
them, try to get them running quick and 
get them sold. That was the main intention, 
to make money.” 

Oh how they did that. 

Xtra Heat never raced for a claiming 
price again, graduating to two stakes wins 
at Laurel, one at Philadelphia Park, another 
at Delaware Park and then the Grade 2 
Astarita at Belmont Park. Her 
2-year-old season included eight 
wins in nine starts, the only loss 
a 10th in the Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile Fillies-G1 at IVie miles. 

Taylor singled out the Astarita 
as a favorite moment. Sent off 
at 8-1, Xtra Heat overcame a 
bump at the start to prevail by a 
neck over favorite Gold Mover 
in a three-way photo. Her owner 
worked just as hard. 

‘dt was in New York, which 
was a big deal. We were running 
in a stakes race in New York and 
I was at the top of the stretch 
watching,” he said, ‘d ran every 
foot of the way with the horses. 

Of course, they beat me down 
there, but she won and to me 
that was the biggest win as far as 

1 was concerned. That was the one.” 

The New York invasion signaled an 
arrival for the speedster, whose winning 
streak ended one race later in the Breeders’ 
Cup—her lone career start beyond 7 fur¬ 
longs. At 3, Xtra Heat was even better. In 
13 starts (all stakes), she won nine, finished 
second three times and third once. The 
wins came in, among others, the Grade 

2 Beaumont at Keeneland, the Grade 1 
Prioress at Belmont and the Grade 3 
Endine at Delaware Park. 

Salzman aimed for the Breeders’ Cup 
Sprint-Gl at Belmont and she put on her 
usual show-breaking on top from the 
rail, denying pressure, setting fast fractions 
(:22.45, :44.75,:56.30) and getting first run 
at the top of the stretch before yielding by 
a stubborn half-length to 3-year-old colt 
Squirtle Squirt. 

The loss did tittle to diminish Xtra 
Heat’s reputation as she was named cham¬ 
pion 3-year-old filly of 2001 and no doubt 
helped spur the creation of the female 
sprinter category a few years later. Though 
Squirtle Squirt never won another race, 
Xtra Heat found more success as a 4-year- 
old. 


She opened 2002 with an easy win in 
Aqueduct’s Interborough, then knocked 
off Laurel’s Barbara Fritchie-G2 before 
going overseas for the Dubai Golden 
Shaheen-Gl at Nad A1 Sheba. Again facing 
males, she finished third in a field of 13. 

‘‘I was impressed with that race,” said 
Taylor. “I’m not a big [name] guy. I don’t 
tike flying, but I went with her. I was there. 
I wasn’t going to miss it.” 


Xtra Heat returned from the desert 
as good as she left with Grade 2 wins in 
Belmont’s Genuine Risk and Vagrancy 
Handicaps while giving weight to Shine 
Again and Gold Mover. Second to Gold 
Mover (while conceding 12 pounds) in 
Calder’s Princess Rooney Handicap-G2, 
Xtra Heat won the Straight Deal at Laurel 
and another Endine at Delaware before 
clobbering males in the Grade 3 Phoenix at 
Keeneland as a prep for the Breeders’ Cup. 
Run at Arlington Park, racing’s champion¬ 
ship day again denied the Maryland filly 
as she never made the lead and finished 
sixth-beaten 5 lengths by Orientate. 

Days later, Taylor and parmer Harry 
Deitchman sold their stable star to Classic 
Star Thoroughbreds for $1.5 million- 
cashing out on one of the world’s great 
$5,000 investments. She made three starts 
for Salzman and the new owner, win¬ 
ning Laurel’s What a Summer in January 
2003 and adding the Barbara Fritchie in 
February. 

The racing career spanned 35 starts, 
26 wins, five seconds, two thirds and 
$2,389,635. All but one race—that maiden 
claiming score at the beginning—was a 


stakes. Sprinting against filties/mares, she 
was first or second every time. 

Taylor and Sal 2 man gave as much credit 
to Xtra Heat’s brain as her body. 

“She just knew you couldn’t beat her,” 
said Taylor. ‘ Vou know what it’s tike when 
you’re playing golf or something else and 
you know you can’t beat the other guy? She 
was tike that. She knew they couldn’t beat 
her. She would run you into the ground.” 

As fast as she was, Xtra Heat 
did most things quietly at the barn. 

‘ Vou could do anything with 
her,” said Sal 2 man. ‘Vou could 
tie her to a tight pole and she’d 
stand there. We’d go to Belmont 
and put a cross tie up and she’d 
stand there and relax [before the 
race]. When you put the bridle 
on her, you better get out of the 
way. She saved all her energy for 
the races.” 

Xtra Heat retired to life as a 
broodmare. She was bred to the 
best early, producing colts by 
Gone West and Storm Cat to 
start. The first. Southwestern 
Heat, was a stakes winner. The 
second, X Rated Cat, won three 
times and placed in a stakes. Her 
eight foals of racing age have yet to match 
their mother, who came through Classic 
Star’s financial troubles and is now owned 
by Woodford Thoroughbreds in Kentucky. 
In foal to Congrats, the 17-year-old mare 
lost her foal of 2015 (by Graydar), but 
Woodford plans to race a yearling fiUy by 
Congrats. 

“She’s had a couple of nice horses,” said 
Matt Lyons of Woodford. “It isn’t easy for 
those types of mares to reproduce them¬ 
selves when they were that good. She’s a 
good mom, she gets along, she’s not a 
dominant mare at aU in the group. She 
doesn’t enjoy the veterinary work side of it 
and can be a tittle rough in that respect, but 
in every other way she’s great to be around.” 

Xtra Heat’s busy racing schedule and 
regional success made her a favorite in 
Maryland and beyond. She won eight times 
at Laurel, four times at Delaware and also 
posted victories at Charles Town, Phila¬ 
delphia Park, Aqueduct, Belmont and 
Keeneland. Retired on the farm, she still 
entertains her fans. 

“She hears a plastic bag rattling, she 
knows it’s carrots,” said Lyons. “It’s great 
that people still follow her. She tikes her 
fans.” ^

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Boy Wonder 

Antley’s glorious, sad tale finds 
its way to Hall of Fame

/piy^^forever. 

/ I / # The words burn through the page, seer your heart, 
f JL, boggle the mind. 

It was how Chris Andey described his plan, his goal to get 
from the bush tracks of South Carolina to the big lights of New 
York. 

The words appear on page 46 in Equus magazine. July, 1983. 
The article comes after a cover story about how to get more 
grain for your dollar and before a tutorial about how to put on 
spider bandages. 


Emily Kilby wrote the six-page article, 
Ron Colbroth took the photos. And, it’s 
the photos that grab you first. There’s 
Antley, young and steely, innocent but 
determined, tacking up a horse, sand dunes 
in the background, breaking one from the 
gate, whip twirhng in his left hand, ocean 
in the distance. Powder blue sleeveless 
shirt, old-school CaHente helmet adorned 
with a yellow cover, blue stars, folded 
purple bandana around his neck, Kroop’s 
goggles, britches with blue stitching down 
the seams. 

The story is about the seventh annual 
Great Kiawah Island Horse Race. There 
was a trainer named Hampton Durr, he 
drove aU night with his horses. Jockey 
Dean KeUer, 15, rode in the T-shirt, jeans 
and sneakers he left home in. Carl Durr 
fell off Tea Bottom at the gate. Mary Lou 
That’s Who won the feature. Kilby, wheth¬ 
er she knew it or not, described the kid in 
the powder blue shirt hauntingly, perfectly 


Antl^ has never ridckn the 
filly before. In fact, he’s mainly a 
Thoroughbred rider, and he takes 
the Quarter Horse races just for 
the experience. He is 17 with the 
build and bearing of a gymnast. 
Antley has been riding both breeds 
for three years. In fune, he’s leaving 
for the Maty land circuit. Maybe 
forever, he says. He’s going where 
the money is. Twenty dollars a race 
and the crafiness of the horses 
in the bush-track starting gates 
aren’t enough to hold him in South 
Carolina. 


Wow, did he leave. 

That summer, Antley graduated from 
FrankHn “Goree” Smith’s Elloree Training 
Center in Elloree, S.C., and landed with 
Smith’s brother, Hamilton, in Maryland. 
Antley won quickly, won often, but he 
wasn’t long for that circuit either. 

He went to New York, flashed onto the 
scene tike a comet through a picnic blan¬ 
ket. ‘‘What a natural. What a shame,” Hall 
of Fame trainer Allen Jerkens once said, 
summing up Antley’s career, his hfe in six 
words. 

Antley rode during the days in New 
York, nights in New Jersey, won every¬ 
thing. He once won nine races in a day. 
Rode a winner for 64 consecutive days. 
Led the nation with 469 wins in 1985. Won 
127 graded stakes. Racked up titles like a 
kid racks up scabs. Two Kentucky Derbies. 
3,480 wins. $92 million in purses. 

And then he was gone. 

As the accolades and accomplishments 
stacked up, so did the derailments and dis¬ 
appointments. Fighting his weight, faihng 
drug tests, taking off horses, Antley fled, 
returned, fled, returned-a golden touch 
and a keg of dynamite rolled into one. He 
made friends fast, some good, some bad. 
He made mistakes, all costly. 

On Dec. 2, 2000, it was all over. Not 
riding, heavy and sequestered in his own 
dungeon of drug addiction and mental 
uncertainty, Antley died. 

Late on a Saturday night, Antley’s 
brother, Brian, found his body in a hallway 
of his home in Pasadena, CaHf. A 34-year- 
old phenom, gone, just as fast as he had 
come. Seventeen years after he appeared in 
Equus magazine, fighting demons only he 
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knew, an estranged wife, a baby on the way, 
Andey stepped, or fell, or was pushed off 
the chff Drug overdose, murder, suicide... 
no one knew, didn’t matter, the feather had 
flown out the window In the end, his death 
was officially ruled an accidental overdose 
by the Los Angeles County coroner. 

Racing only knew he was gone too 
soon. 

As it turns out, nothing could hold Ant- 
ley—maybe forever. 

The story culminates — or simply offers 
a moment of peace-this summer, when 
Andey is inducted into the National 
Museum of Racing’s HaU of Fame. 

Thirty-two years after riding on the 
beach at Kiawah Island, 24 years after guid¬ 
ing Strike the Gold to win the Kentucky 
Derby, 16 years after rising from the ashes 
to upset the Derby with Charismatic and 
14y2 resdess years since his death, Andey’s 
riding career will at least, at last, have 
closure, with a steel plaque on hallowed 
ground. 

Then and Now 

A month before the induction, Goree 
Smith needed help. He was nervous, 
already squirming over being asked to 
introduce Andey at the HaU of Fame 
induction. Not sure he could do it. Smith 
stuttered when asked about what he would 
say at the HaU of Fame induction for his 
protege. 

‘‘Oh boy, I don’t know about that,” 
Smith said. “I ain’t no speaker. I’ll damn 
sure need help. I’ve got to figure out if I 
can do it. I’m not a speaker, that’s for sure.” 

Smith asked for advice. 

“Just tell a few stories, talk about who 
he was, what he meant, how he did it, his 
legacy,” Smith’s sounding-board said. “Like 
you’re sitting on your porch and someone 
just said, ‘Hey, teU us about Chris Andey’ ” 

Tell us about the beginning. 

Andey used to go fishing in a pond 
between Smith’s training center and the 
sleepy town about a mUe away. The 12-year- 
old boy, escaping his parents’ divorce, ped¬ 
aled his bike and wound up at EUoree. 

Trespassing? Nah, not at EUoree. 

Andey set down his fishing pole, leaned 
his bike against a tree and the seed was 
planted, a gift and a curse. 

“He was fascinated by the horses. I had 
an old guy and his wife, who helped feed 
in the mornings, water off in the evenings. 


They had a pony, he wasn’t here two days 
and they had him on that pony of theirs, 
going around the barn, leading him around 
the first day, then he was doing it himself 
and just took it from there,” Smith said. 
“In a few weeks or so, he was doing things 
Uke a jock, he was totally into it right from 
the start. In a month, he was coming out 
on the weekends, riding the pony, he could 
get on a horse, a Thoroughbred, riding 
around the shedrow, in three months, he 
was going to the track, he was a natural 
from day one.” 

Tell us when you knew he was 
going to be a jockey. 

Smith knew quickly. As quickly as 
Andey 

At 13, six months after riding the pony 
for the first time, Andey was riding any 
horse on the place and riding them better 
than anyone on the place. 

Straight back, soft hands, toes across his 
stirrups, Andey showed up every weekend, 
after school, during school vacations, he 
never looked for a summer job. This was 
his Ufe. 

“He never missed a day, he was just 
planted here, everything was all about it. 
He turned 13 years old, it wasn’t six months 
and he was as good as anybody out there. 
A horse with a Utde bit of a temperament, 
he got along good with him,” Smith said. 
“I told Hammy, there’s a kid who could be 
the real deal, you can put him on anything, 
he gaUops them tike nothing, these other 
old boys would have trouble with a horse, 
get aggravated, you’d put him on it and it 
was tike someone turned the key on.” 

Tell us about the first time he 
went to the racetrack. 

Knowing Andey was getting closer to 
riding races. Smith decided to venture 
from the solitude of EUoree to the action 
of Adantic City Race Course for the sum¬ 
mer in 1982. With about eight horses and 
his wunderkind. Smith watched the hook 
sink deeper. 

“He was about a year away, part of 
the reason I went up there was because of 
him,” Smith said. “Honest to God, I knew 
he was something special.” 

Juhe Krone had just started riding, 
she was winning everything in sight while 
riding predominandy for John Forbes. 
Another natural on horseback. Krone 
cHcked with Andey 


“Chris was just a cute, handsome kid 
and she was a young gal, they took up with 
each other going back and forth to the 
racetrack. She was over at the barn, won¬ 
dering if she could ride something and she 
had him following her to Forbes’ barn. Just 
the pair of them,” Smith said. “It wasn’t 
that they were in love with each other, but 
it was Uke they belonged together. I rode 
her on a few horses, she won on one of 
them. She jumped off the horse and kissed 
me right on the Ups, in front of everybody, 
embarrassed the heU out of me. That fasci¬ 
nated Chris. She went on to be Juhe Krone 
and it set him on fire.” 

Tell us about when he left 
EUoree for good. 

The next summer, Andey was ready 
With experience at the EUoree Trials, 
Kiawah Island and other bush tracks in 
the CaroUnas, Andey quit high school 
and packed his bags for Laurel Park in 
Maryland. 

Smith called his brother and told him 
to get ready. 

“I’m sending you something I’ve never 
sent you before,” Goree told Hammy. “Get 
him around there. They’ll Uke him. You 
don’t have to worry about that.” 

Andey was off to Maryland to begin 
one of the most mercurial rises to fame 
and one of the most tragic falls from grace. 

Tell us about the rise to fame. 

In 1985, the 19-year-old kid led the 
nation in wins with 469. On HaUoween 
in 1987, he won nine races, spUtting time 
between Aqueduct and The Meadowlands. 
Two years later, he became the Joe 
DiMaggio of horse racing, winning at least 
one race for 64 consecutive days. In 1991, 
he won his first Derby on Strike the Gold 
for Nick Zito. 

“Juhe had been a sensation and he fol¬ 
lowed her, he had the energy, the stamina, 
he was good enough,” Smith said. “He was 
a natural, strong as a buU, wanting to pUe 
up the wins and he did pile up the wins.” 

Tell us what happened, what 
went wrong. 

By the time Andey was in his early 20s, 
he was fighting his weight, abusing drugs, 
holding on to a fraying rope but his abiUty 
could always fix his fraUty. 
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In 1995 at Oaklawn Park, Antley flashes a smile 
after winning the Fantasy aboard Cat's Cradle. 
Bottom: Former clalmer Charismatic

He was suspended after testing positive 
for cocaine and marijuana in 1988. Came 
back, moved to California, won a Derby. 

‘When he got to riding day and night 
and pushing it, them boys were getting him 
as many mounts as they could, we knew 
he was a tittle bit on the heavy side, or was 
going to be,'’ Smith said. “He started trying 
to deal with that, he started taking pills to 
try to keep his weight down, it does what it 
wiU do to people. It’s a bad road.” 

In 1997, Antley was gone again, going 
home to Columbia, S.C., to live with his 
dad, Les. Antley drifted, then focused, 
shed pounds and burdens, returned, and 
went on an implausible run with former 
claimer Charismatic, winning the Derby 
and Preakness in 1999. 

“He got off the track for a while, he had 
gotten heavy, then he decided he had to go 
back, went to reducing,” Smith said. “He 
came here and started getting on horses, 
you could teU he was determined to ride 
again, won the Derby again, did a lot of 
good things. 

Tell us about your regrets. 

Smith read the headlines, heard the sto¬ 
ries about Antley’s travails. Like everybody. 
Smith wanted to help but felt helpless. 

“He wasn’t around home, he wasn’t 
around home folks, riding year round, 
if you could have gotten him away from 
some of that, every few months, maybe it 
would have saved him,” Smith said. “You 
heard stories, but he wasn’t here, there 
wasn’t anything you could really do. You 
would talk to him on the phone and he was 
always upbeat, had a home, doing good. All 
you could do was hope for the best.” 

Tell us about the day you heard 
he was gone. 

Smith answered his phone, didn’t rec- 
ogni 2 e Antley’s mother. Shelly, on the tine 
and then gradually, horribly, understood 
what had happened. 

“She was crying, she said, ‘My boy is 
gone. Chris is gone.’ I said, ‘What?’ I said, 
‘m be around there in a minute.’ She was 
stunned. I was stunned.” 

The local boy who made it big had sud¬ 
denly vanished. 

“It was a heartbreaker for everybody 
around here. Nobody really put their fin¬ 
ger on what was really happening, stiU 
don’t know what really happened,” Smith 
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said. “He was a good boy, just a 
normal, local kid. Everybody loved 
him, everybody was crazy about him. 
He had a good smile, an upbeat way 
about him. Everybody was so tickled 
for him and his family, then it went 
the way it went.’’ 

Tell us what it’s like to 
know he’s now a member of 
the Hall of Fame. 

On Aug. 7, King Leatherbury will 
tell his jokes, Xtra Heat and Lava Man 


will cap their improbable voyages, 
and Chris Andey will, yet again, steal 
the show. 

“I knew sooner or later it would 
have to come, when he was on his 
game and at his best, he was as good 
as there ever was,” Smith said. “I 
hate what happened to the boy, life 
does things to you. I’m proud of him 
for getting there. It’s a great honor. 
This whole town, his whole fam¬ 
ily is proud of him. We all miss him 
around here, every day, something 
happens and we talk about him. Just 
a raw talent. An innocent kid.” ^

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Family Affair 

Sagamore Farm’s Vanderbilt 
recognized as a ‘pillar’ of racing

Y ou have to let your imagination run free to picture the 
scene Alfred Vanderbilt III paints when talking about 
his late father, Alfred Jr., who will be inducted into 
Thoroughbred racing’s HaU of Fame in Saratoga Springs, N.Y, 
Aug. 7. 

‘‘When Dad decided he wanted to go to California and the 
races at Santa Anita, he’d take the whole stable with him,” 
Vanderbilt said. “He’d think there might be some races there his 
horses would do well in, so he’d pack up all 85 horses and off 
they’d go. All of them. On the train. 


‘‘I remember going out to see them get 
ready to go and it was like—in my mind 
now—like watching an army mobili 2 e. You 
could see train cars all along the hori 2 on 
and grooms walking all those horses in 
circles, giving them their last good exercise 
before loading up for the long trip. It was 
controlled mayhem. 

‘Y"ou don’t see that anymore. But that’s 
the way it was done and it was a grand 
sight. Then he’d tell his chauffeur to drive 
the car west and when we flew in [some¬ 
time later] the plane would land, the door 
would open, the stairs would come down 
and there, at the bottom of the stairs, 
would be the chauffeur holding the back 
door of the car open for my dad. Then 
we’d check into the Beverly Hills Hotel or 
a rented house and give parties.” 

It was certainly a different time. 

Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt Jr., who 
once owned Sagamore Farm in Glyndon, 
Md., Pimlico Race Course and the great 


Native Dancer, passed away in 1999. But 
the horseman and his accomphshments 
are once more the center of attention as 
the Hall of Fame adds him to the Pillars 
of the Turf category, along with John 
Hay Whitney, who, hke Vanderbilt, was an 
owner, breeder and leader of the industry 
for more than a half-century. 

“This [award] is absolutely wonder¬ 
ful,” Vanderbilt said. “In the case of the 
two guys going in, John and my dad, the 
category name couldn’t be more appro¬ 
priate. My dad lived his hfe in the indus¬ 
try. They say he started at age 21, but it was 
really long before that.” 

Sagamore Farm came to Vanderbilt 
Jr. at age 21, a birthday present from his 
mother Margaret. 

“But really, it came to him from his 
grandfather, Isaac Emerson, who had 
bought the land after the Civil War,” 
Vanderbilt said. “Later he saw how cra2y 
my dad was for horses. He told his daugh¬ 


ter [Margaret] to hold on to the property 
for Dad. That’s how he came to have Saga¬ 
more.” 

Vanderbilt Jr. built the farm into one 
of the industry’s finest with a breeding, 
training and stallion operation that com¬ 
peted with any in Kentucky. Vanderbilt 
bought future HaU of Famer Discovery for 
$25,000 in 1933, and campaigned champi¬ 
ons Bed o’ Roses, Now What, Petrify, Next 
Move and the great Native Dancer. 

Now owned by Under Armour founder 
and CEO Kevin Plank, Sagamore is once 
again ascending the ranks of Thoroughbred 
racing as a leading owner and breeder in 
Maryland and beyond. 

“I’m very grateful,” Vanderbilt said of 
Plank’s involvement. “I Uke knowing it isn’t 
in bad hands and falUng apart. I do remem¬ 
ber it as a magical place. As a kid, certain 
places are Uke that, and that was certainly 
one of them.” 

This is just the third year of induction 
for PiUars of the Turf Previous inductees 
were Paul MeUon and August Belmont II 
in 2013 and E.R. Bradley and E.P Taylor 
in 2014. 

“And then I think. Why is it happening 
now?’” said VanderbUt, one of the hon- 
oree’s five Uving children. “I don’t know 
why, but I think maybe it’s happening now 
because of aU the attention Native Dancer 
got last year-going into the Maryland 
State Athletic HaU of Fame, and Mary Lou 
Whitney donating the statue of Native 
Dancer at Saratoga.” 

Native Dancer won six races at Sara¬ 
toga-four stakes as a 2-year-old in 1952, 
plus the Travers the next year and a 
handicap (his final career start) in 1954.

When Native Dancer was inducted into 
the Maryland HaU of Fame, the younger 
Vanderbilt enjoyed reminiscing about the 
horse. 

‘‘Native Dancer was the boss of every 
barn and racetrack he was ever in or on,” 
Vanderbilt said at the time. “When you 
think of great racehorses of all time, he 
has to factor in the top two or three. His 
only loss was the Kentucky Derby and he 
shouldn’t have lost it.” 

Vanderbilt says that he, his father and 
Native Dancer were “three together,” and 
that he has clear memories of the horse 
and the family history. 

“The Dancer had an air conditioner in 
his bedroom and I didn’t,” he said with a 
laugh. “I remember on a trip to the farm, 
my dad said we [Vanderbilt and his sister] 
should puU on his tail. Well, we’d been 
around enough horses to know you don’t 
pull on a horse’s tail. But Dad said, ‘No, 
no. He really Hkes it.’ And I remember 


yanking his tail to my heart’s delight. That 
horse, he knew who everyone was. He 
looked around and knew we were too little 
to matter.” 

The elder Vanderbilt was active in rac¬ 
ing for seven decades, never retiring. But it 
was while he was in his 20s that he had an 
incredible impact on the sport: Running 
Sagamore, buying Pimlico, promoting the 
Preakness, being elected to The Jockey 
Club and operating Belmont Park. He 
also pitched the 1938 match race between 
Seabiscuit and War Admiral (in the Pimlico 
Special). 

All of that, and yet, his son said, the one 
thing he was most proud of was Native 
Dancer. 

“The Dancer was the best he had,” 
said Vanderbilt. “But when you’re living 
through something like that, like my dad 
was, you don’t know it’s the only one. My 
dad was prolific at it [breeding horses], but 
that was the top.” 


Vanderbilt runs The Vanderbilt Agency, 
a public relations firm in Norwalk, Conn. 
He said he is not in the racing business 
“because I don’t think my dad wanted me 
to do that. It was like his world and he Uked 
it that way.” 

Vanderbilt Jr., his son said, tended to 
segregate his activities. Sport was one 
part of a robust fife that included racing, 
romance and business. 

“He didn’t raise horses to make money, 
though he hoped they’d support them¬ 
selves,” he says. “I heard him say, ‘I didn’t 
love the elephants, it was the circus I loved.’ 
He got a big lift every time he went to the 
track. 

“He did love being a horseman and he 
was respected by other horsemen, by his 
peers, and I think that was what meant the 
most to him. I think that’s why he would 
really appreciate this award he’s being given 
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Chulhdofl (1936, Md.), inducted 1977. 
First horse to be officially named Horse 
of the Year twice. Won Preakness Stakes 
and PimHco Special in same year (1939) 
and 17 stakes in aU. Sired, foaled and 
raised in Maryland. 



GulloTCtU (1942, Md.), inducted 1962. 
Retired in 1948 as the world’s leading 
female earner ($445,535). Routinely 
faced, and defeated, males in handicap 
division, scoring in the Whimey, 
Brooklyn and Metropolitan Handicaps, 
etc. Joined HaU of Fame before foes 
Armed, Assault, Busher and Stymie. 



TuSCCiIbC (1960, Md.), inducted 2013. 
Won more American steeplechase races 
than any horse in history (37) and was 
co-champion in 1966, when he won 
10 races. Owned by his breeder Alfred 
Smith throughout 10-year career for 
trainer Leiter Aitcheson. Stood 15.3 
hands. Retired to life on the farm 
in Aquas CO with Smith’s family.

Retired the Maryland Hunt Cup 
challenge trophy with wins in 1963, ’64 
and ’66. Started career as a flat horse at 
Shenandoah Downs in West Virginia. 



ElhfidgC (1938, Md.), inducted 1966. 
Won 27 stakes during an 11 -season 
career spanning 1941-51. Champion 
steeplechaser at 4 and 8. Won Delaware 
Park’s Indian River Handicap five 
times. Unhappy at farm, he spent his 
retirement years as a stable pony. 



Safely Kept (1986, Md.), inducted 2011. 
The first Maryland-bred to win a 
Breeders’ Cup race (the Sprint against 
males in 1990), she won 22 stakes in 
31 starts. First pure sprinter to earn 
more than $2 million. Won three 
consecutive runnings of the Genuine 
Risk-G2, Garden State Breeders’ Cup- 
G3 and Maryland Million Distaff.

Cuvulccidd (1931, NJ.), inducted 1993. 
Won 1934 Kentucky Derby over 
Discovery as the crowd stormed track in 
the stretch. Only loss of the year was to 
stablemate High Quest by a nose in the 
Preakness. Sold for $1,200 at Saratoga 
as a yearling. Considered by many an 
Enghsh-bred because his dam was 
imported from England with him in utero. 



Go for Wand(\9^i, 

Pa.), inducted 1996. 

First Pennsylvania-bred to win a Breeders’ 
Cup race (Juvenile FiUies in 1989). Won 
five consecutive Grade 1 races and 
seven Grade Is overall from 13 starts 
for Delaware’s Christiana Stables. Fatally 
injured in 1990 Breeders’ Cup Distaff 
and buried in the infield at Saratoga. 



open Mind (1986, N.J.), inducted 2011. 
Won 10 races in a row from 2 to 3 in 
1988-89, including the Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile FiUies, DemoiseUe, Alabama, 
Kentucky Oaks and New York’s Triple 
Tiara of the Acorn, Mother Goose 
and Coaching Club American Oaks. 
Launched career with two wins in state- 
bred company at Monmouth Park. 

Met Safely Kept in 1988 Maryland

Fluttdfdf {\.919^ Pa.), inducted 1994. 
Four-time steeplechase Echpse Award 
winner won four consecutive Colonial 
Cups (1983-86). Set American record 
by carrying 176 pounds to victory in 
1986 National Hunt Cup at Radnor. 
Oldest HaU of Famer of aU time 
when he died at 35 in 2014. 



Henry of Navarre (1891, N.J.), 
inducted 1985. 

Ten-race win streak at 3 included the 
Belmont and Travers as weU as a match 
race with Domino. Raced five times 
in June 1894 (four times in 10 days) 
and made 20 starts over four months, 
winning 13. Finished in top three in 
40 of 42 starts, and concluded career 
with a Suburban Handicap win where 
he broke down and was retired. 



Fashion (1837, N.J.), inducted 1980. 
Famous with her duels with Boston 
and Peytona in “North vs. South” 
matches at 4 miles in the mid-1840s. 
Raced through age 11 and won 32 
of 36 races (decided by numerous 
heats). Regarded as racing’s greatest 
distaffer and was the richest American- 
raced mare upon her retirement. 



Regret (1912, N.J.), inducted 1957. 

First filly to win the Kentucky Derby. 
Named by owner/breeder Harry Payne 
Whitney, who was hoping for a colt. Won 
nine of 11 career starts. Defeated males 
seven times, including her first three starts 
in the Saratoga Special, Sanford Memorial 
and Hopeful at Saratoga in 1914. 












Arts and letters (1966, Va.), 
inducted 1994. 

First or second in 13 consecutive stakes 
during Horse of the Year campaign at 
3 in 1969, with wins in the Belmont, 
Travers, Woodward, Jockey Club Gold 
Cup and Metropolitan Handicap. 
Described as ‘looking rather like an 
Indian pony,’’ he stood less than 16 hands. 



PluflCt (1855, Va.), inducted 2012. 
Bred by Major Thomas W. DosweU 
and born at his Bullfield Stable in 
1855. Won heats from 1 to 4 miles, 
campaigned throughout the south, 
from Virginia to Louisiana, and held 
title as America’s richest racehorse for 
20 years. A natural trotter, much of 
his training was done at that gait. 



SirArchy (1805, Va.), inducted 1955. 
Born on Capt. Archibald Randolph’s Ben 
Lomond plantation on the James River in 
Goochland County. Considered the first 
great stallion bred in America. Part of the 
HaU of Fame’s inaugural class in 1955. 





Fort Many (1964, Va.), inducted 1998. 
The 1970 Horse of the Year appeared 
at nine tracks during his 13-start 
championship campaign, from Atlantic 
City to Santa Anita. Three-time champion 
turf horse won 16 stakes, including two 
Washington, DC., Internationals. Set 
F/ 2 -mile course records at Hollywood 
Park, Belmont and Pimlico. 


Secretariat {\910, Va.), inducted 1974. 
First Triple Crown winner in 25 years 
when he stormed through 1973 season. 
Two-time Horse of the Year was inducted 
into the HaU of Fame the year after 
his retirement. Disney movie Secretariat 
released in 2010 recorded box office 
receipts of more than $60 miUion and 
video sales of an additional $51.6 miUion. 


Sufl Beau (1925, Va.), inducted 1996. 
Retired in 1931 as the richest American 
runner in history, holding tide until 
surpassed by Seabiscuit in 1940. 
Launched career in Maryland, winning 
at Laurel at 2 and getting his first stakes 
win at Havre de Grace at 3. Champion 
handicap horse three times, won 33 races, 
17 stakes, including three consecutive 
runnings of the Hawthorne Gold Cup. 



Hill Prince (1947, Va.), inducted 1991. 
Horse of the Year at 3 in 1950 when 
he won eight stakes, including the 
Preakness, Jockey Club Gold Cup, 

Sunset Handicap and American Derby. 
Champion at 2, 3 and 4. Buried at 
Meadow Stud in DosweU, Va. 



Shuvee (1966, Va.), inducted 1975. 

The only fiUy to win the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup, which she did twice, when it was run 
at 2 mUes. Won the New York FiUy Triple 
Tiara at 3. Retired in 1971 as the richest 
fiUy or mare in history with $890,445. 



Sword Dancer 

Va.), inducted 1977. 

First or second in 12 consecutive races 
at 3 and named 1959 Horse of the Year. 
Won Belmont Stakes, missed in Kentucky 
Derby by a nose, second in the Preakness. 
Won the Woodward and Jockey Club 
Gold Cup over Round Table. Set track 
record for 1H miles at Aqueduct at 4 
in the Suburban Handicap, and broke 
his own track mark when winning a 
second Woodward later that year.

Around the Ovals Penn National 



Eleven horses fanned across the Penn National turf course in the $500,000 Penn Mile, a Grade 3 
stakes that lured big names from around the country. Second in a Preakness Day stakes at Pimlico, 
New Jersey-based Force the Pass (center, wide blaze) rallied late to pull a mild upset (at left, 
coming up on outside). One start later, he became a Grade 1 winner in the Belmont Derby July 4. 


T he $500,000 Penn Mile needed only 
two runnings before it was award¬ 
ed Grade 3 status by the American 
Graded Stakes Committee for 2015, thanks 
to the quality of the fields it attracted. 

In 2013, the grass event for 3-year-olds 
was won by the Gary Contessa-trained 
Rydilluc, who defeated a group that includ¬ 
ed stakes winners Jack Milton and Charm¬ 
ing Kitten. Last year, it was Ken and Sarah 
Ramsey’s Bobby’s Kitten who prevailed, 
and then went on to win the Breeders’ Cup 
Turf Sprint-Gl in November. 

This year, 11 went to the post for the 
May 30 edition, a group that included Ken¬ 
tucky Derby-Gl participant Ocho Ocho 
Ocho, Southern California invader and 
betting favorite Papacoolpapacool and the 
lightly raced but talented Pennsylvania-bred 
Granny’s Kitten from the Ramsey barn. 

Somewhat overlooked by the big crowd 
at 9-1 was Richard SantuUi’s homebred 
Force the Pass, who had most recendy 
finished second at Pimlico on Preakness 
Day in the $100,000 James W. Murphy 
Stakes after a troubled trip. 

Murphy winner Woodwin W was back, 
but he never lifted a hoof as Force the Pass 


lagged near the back early, was asked to run 
in midstretch by Joel Rosario as he angled 
out for room and then accelerated to 
defeat Night Prowler and Granny’s Kitten 
in a blanket finish. Force the Pass won by a 
head in 1:34.03 for trainer Alan Goldberg, 
who is based at Colts Neck Stables near 
Monmouth Park. 

Goldberg didn’t make the trip from 
New Jersey to GrantviUe, Pa., but said he’d 
thought highly of Force the Pass since the 
Speights town colt arrived in his barn. 

“He doesn’t train like he just wants to 
go a mile,” he said. “He trains like he wants 
to go all day. He’s kind of a big, long horse 
with a big, long stride.” 

Goldberg also trained the colt’s dam, 
the Dynaformer mare Social Queen. 
Owned by SantuUi, she was a multiple 
graded stakes winner of $344,164. 

The Penn Mile, the first graded stakes 
race at Penn National since 1989, was the 
premier event on a stakes-packed card 
that began with some concern for track 
management. Several members of the gate 
crew did not take part in the evening’s 
action, staging a protest over ongoing 
union issues. Management was able to 


move personnel around, recruited some 
new gate workers, and the card kept going. 
Prior to the first race, it rained, but not 
enough to threaten the turf action. 

The card kicked off with a thriller as the 
rallying Strict Compliance caught longshot 
Gypsy Judy and favored Grade 3 Florida 
Oaks winner Quality Rocks in deep stretch 
to take the $150,000 Penn Oaks. It was the 
third straight win and the first in a stakes 
for Strict Compliance, a daughter of Into 
Mischief ridden by Javier Castellano for 
trainer Chad Brown. Owned by Klaravich 
Stables and William H. Lawrence, Strict 
Compliance zipped the mile in 1:34.83. 

Fan favorite Ben’s Cat was dispatched 
as the favorite in the 45th running of the 
$150,000 Pennsylvania Governor’s Cup 
Stakes, a race he won in 2011, but the King 
Leatherbury-trained multimillionaire fell a 
nose short of catching Silver Trail Stables’ 
Amelia’s Wild Ride at the wire. 

Amelia’s Wild Ride, a 4-year-old son 
of D’wildcat ridden by Jose Lezcano and 
trained by Parx-based Ramon Preciado, 
wore down pacesetter Bold Thunder in the 
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Golden Lad wins the Mountainview Handicap in style for trainer 
Todd Pietcher as part of the big Penn Mile card May 30.

stretch and barely held off the fast-closing 
Ben’s Cat, who nevertheless boosted his 
bankroll to $2,425,405. 

In the $200,000 Mountainview Handi¬ 
cap for older horses at IVs miles on the 
main track, Rob sham Stable’s favored 
Golden Lad, ridden by Castellano, galloped 


to an easy win over Kid Cru 2 . California 
invader Nowalking was third. 

Golden Lad, a 5-year-old son of 
Medagha d’Oro trained by Todd Pietcher, 
won the 2014 Ra2orback Handicap-G3 at 
Oaklawn Park, and has won half of his 14 
lifetime starts and $466,220.

■ When the curtain dropped on the Penn 
Mile night’s festivities, new betting records 
had been set for all-sources wagering 
($3,827,158) and for the Penn Mile itself 
($1,250,969). 

■ Bump Start, owned by the TK Stables of 
Kevin and Tammie Hulse, is a road warrior. 
In 10 starts, the Pennsylvania-bred ridghng 
son of Jump Start has raced at eight race¬ 
tracks, but has found the most success in 
the shadow of the Blue Mountains at Penn 
National. The 4-year-old trained by KeUyn 
Gorder won the Dan 2 ig Stakes at Penn 
last year, and returned June 18 to capmre a 
$33,040 allowance at 6 furlongs. 

■ Outta Control Racing Stables and Allen 
Jackson’s Last Heartbreaker gave his con¬ 
nections a nifty payday June 19 when he 
prevailed in an optional claimer by a head, 
and was claimed for $25,000 in the process. 
Under Gina Perri’s tutelage, the 6-year-old 
Sunday Break (Jpn) gelding rose from 
near the bottom of the claiming ranks to 
stakes competition. He was third in the My 
Frenchman Stakes at Monmouth Park last 
summer. Trainer Kimberly Grad made the

Worth the Wait 

Lael Stables’ Centering extends 
success for Delacours with debut win

T he Fair Hill Training Center-based 
stable of Arnaud and Leigh Delacour 
made the news frequently this spring, 
thanks to a victory in the Lexington 
Stakes-G3 by Lael Stables’ Divining 
Rod, and his subsequent placings in the 
Preakness Stakes-G1 and Ohio Derby 
The 45-horse Delacour contingent fea- 
mres other interesting horses and one is 
Centering, who won going 6 furlongs in 
his career debut June 3. A homebred for 
Roy and Gretchen Jackson’s Lael Stables, 
the 4-year-old was a bit delayed in getting 
to the races, but made up for lost time in 
the time it took him to break his maiden. 

The gelding by Rock Hard Ten out of 
the Quiet American mare Quies was over¬ 
looked at 14-1 by Delaware handicappers, 
but won by a length over Pea Shooter with 
6-5 favorite Ray Knows third in the field 
of seven. 


‘‘He’s big and gangly and took awhile to 
grow into himself,” said Leigh Delacour, 
explaining Centering’s late debut. “He had 
a few little issues so we gave him all the 
time he needed. He’s very long-backed and 
has quite a presence, although he has the 
personality of a big puppy.” 

Five days after Centering’s victory, 
Arnaud Delacour’s name appeared in the 
chart of the second race, but not as the 
winning trainer. Instead, Delacour was 
listed as the trainer of record for the claim 
for owner Jay Young of multiple stakes 
winner Gunfighter, who had just captured 
the 6-furlong race. The claiming tag for the 
lifetime earner of $461,107 was $4,000. 

It was the first time Delacour had 
claimed a horse in about five years. 

Gunfighter’s breeders, John and Susan 
Moore, contacted their friend Young to 
claim the 8-year-old gelding so that they 


could arrange for his permanent retire¬ 
ment. Gunfighter was sent to Dr. Patty 
Hogan in New Jersey for a check-up after 
changing hands. 

“He has a lot of hard miles on him,” 
said Leigh Delacour, “but he is a very 
good-looking horse with a lot of chrome.” 

Gunfighter, a Pennsylvania-bred by 
Iron Deputy out of Sweetgeorgiabrown, 
by Ma 2 el Trick, raced for seven seasons, 
winning 11 of 47 starts. He won two stakes 
and placed in five more, aU but one at 
Monmouth Park. 

WHITE OUT 

Trainer Larry Jones admits that Calumet 
Farm’s White Clover, a 3-year-old daughter 
of Exchange Rate, has been a little over¬ 
shadowed this year by her talented stable- 
mates Lovely Maria, who captured the 
Kentucky Oaks-Gl in May, and multiple 
stakes winner I’m a Chatterbox. But he 
thinks very highly of the gray Kentucky- 
bred, and she’s shown him that her future 
is equally as bright. 

White Clover collected the first stakes 
win of her career, and ran her record at 
Delaware Park to 2-for-2 this season, when 
she defeated seven rivals in the Our Mims 
Stakes June 3. 

Kerwin Clark, who rode Lovely Maha 
in the Kentucky Oaks, was aboard White 
Clover, and she made the entire pace in the 
1-mile and 70-yard traditional prep for the 
Delaware Oaks-G3. She turned back the 
challenge of Grade 1 winner Peace and 
War in midstretch to win by 1 Va lengths. 

White Clover joined Lovely Maria 
and I’m a Chatterbox in the starting gate 
for the Rachel Alexandra Stakes-G3 in 
February at Fair Grounds. While Jones was 
hoping to sweep the top three spots, in the 
end I’m a Chatterbox bested Lovely Maha, 
with White Clover finishing about 10 
lengths behind that pair, although having 
led through the first half-mile. The effort 
did nothing to shake Jones’ faith, and she 
proved her metde by not only winning an 
allowance at Delaware Park on opening 
day. May 16, but also the Our Mims. 

White Clover, out of the Thirty Six Red 
mare Red Mischief, is a full-sister to Grade 
1 winner and $880,134-earner Ermine. 

EARLY JUVENILE 

Black Cloud Stable’s Onepointtwenty- 
one earned his purchase price back—and 
then some—in the 59.48 seconds it took to 
win Delaware’s first 2-year-old race of the 
year June 9.

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The son of E Dubai showed 
some greenness at the start of the 
5-furlong maiden special weight, 
becoming fractious and then duck¬ 
ing in, dropping some 9 lengths off 
the early leader.

But under a patient ride by 
Andry Blanco, Onepointtwentyone 
ranged up, circled horses coming 
off the turn, and then closed reso¬ 
lutely to pass the tiring Royal Brute 
late and win by three-quarters of a 
length as the betting choice. 

Trained by Anthony Pecoraro, 
Onepointtwentyone was sold as 
a yearhng for $9,500 out of the 
consignment of BiU Reighder at 
the 2014 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern fall yearling sale, and earned 
$25,500 in his first start. Bred in 
Maryland by Brice Ridgely, the colt 
is out of the Forestry mare Lady 
Marion. He was originally named 
Marion E Dubai, but had his name 
changed prior to his unveihng. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Trainer Jonathan Sheppard sent 
out a pair of maiden special weight 
winners the first week in June in 
Augustin Stable’s homebred Tide 
Is High and Berkshire Stud’s home¬ 
bred Sakonnet Point. 

Tide Is High, a Pennsylvania- 
bred 3-year-old daughter of Broken 
Vow, was third in her first start 
after getting hemmed in on the rail 
at Delaware May 16. She benefit- 
ted from that experience when she 
returned June 2, went right to the 
lead and roUed to a dVa-length win. 

Sakonnet Point, a New York- 
bred 5-year-old daughter of Point 
Given, took seven previous tries 
before finally breaking through 
June 6. 

■ Graham Motion recorded a 

training trifecta June 20 when he 
saddled three winners, including 
both stakes. Motion sent out Regis 
Racing’s Donworth to victory in 
the off the turf $50,000 Stanton 
Stakes for 3-year-olds, and Dorsey 
Brown and Richard Palmer’s Luna 
Time to take the $100,000 Obeah 
Stakes-G3 for fillies and mares. 
Motion’s other winner was Albert 
Frassetto’s 3-year-old Catcha Rising 
Star in an allowance for fillies and 
mares. It was her third win in four

Back On Track 

Guerrero gets trainer’s license back, 
clicks off half-dozen wins in May, June

J uan Carlos Guerrero was unable to 
earn a living at Parx Racing for more 
than three years, a consequence of 
his trainer’s license being suspended. But 
now, the former leading conditioner at 
the Bensalem, Pa., course is back in busi¬ 
ness and visiting the winner’s circle with 
regularity. 

Guerrero was the leading trainer at Parx 
in 2011, but in December of that year was 
ruled off the track for a decade after an 
incident involving a female employee of 
the Pennsylvania Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association. 

The incident prompted an investigation 
by Bensalem Township pohce, the Bucks 
County District Attorney and Parx’s secu¬ 
rity department, and resulted in Guerrero’s 
lengthy suspension. Parx stated in its notice 
to eject him that ‘‘this pattern of conduct 


is not in the best interest of racing and is 
undesirable per . . . the rules of racing.” 

Guerrero trained in New York during 
his ban, but it was a long commute from 
his home in Williams town, N.J., south of 
Trenton. His personal statistics took quite 
a hit, too. In 2011, Guerrero’s horses won 
145 races (13th in the country) and earned 
more than $3.4 miUion in purses (30th). In 
2013 his purse earnings in New York had 
dwindled to less than $150,000, after losing 
much of his business. 

Keeping the home fires burning, how¬ 
ever, was Guerrero’s wife Lisa, who passed 
her trainer’s test and started to saddle win¬ 
ner after winner at Parx. In 2013, her first 
full year as a licensed trainer, she won 37 
races and $796,743 in purses, and then fol¬ 
lowed up in 2014 with 21 wins and nearly 
$683,091 in purses. 


One of the horses she trained and co¬ 
owned with Joseph Be seeker during that 
period was Classic GiaenroU, who placed 
in the Jerome Stakes-G2 in January 2014 
at Aqueduct as well as three other stakes, 
amassing $207,060. The son of Giacomo 
earned $305,870 through June 30. 

Guerrero appealed his case to the Penn¬ 
sylvania Racing Commission in early 2012, 
but it upheld Parx’s ban. He then appealed 
in May 2013 to a Commonwealth Court, 
which found that prior sexual harassment 
cases at Parx did not result in the ejection 
of the trainer and remanded the matter 
back to the commission to reconsider the 
10-year term. In March 2014, the com¬ 
mission reduced the ejection period from 
10 years to 30 months, which Guerrero 
appealed to a state Superior Court. 

In mid-2014, with the help of Guer¬ 
rero’s lawyer, WiUiam Goldman, Parx 
management agreed to allow Guerrero to 
return, and he was re-Hcensed by the com¬ 
mission as an assistant trainer. 

He was re-hcensed as a trainer this year 
and saddled his first winner May 5 when 
Rontos Racing Stable’s Barlovento Tiger 
won a claiming race. It was a home run not 
only for Guerrero, but also for Rontos 
Racing, since the Big Brown colt was 
claimed out of the race for $15,000, and 
collected a first-place prize of $20,160. 

“It was a really good moment,” said 
Guerrero. “The owner stuck with me 
through it aU. I really want to thank my 
wife Lisa, too, because she helped me so 
much.” 

Guerrero said other supportive own¬ 
ers are Marshall Gramm, a professor of 
economics at Rhodes College in Memphis, 
Tenn., for whom he’s saddled winner Cast 
a Doubt, and John Loyle, for whom he 
sent out winner Plebeyo. 

Always known as a high-percentage 
trainer, Guerrero has picked up where he 
left off. Through June 28, he won six of 
18 starts (33 percent) and finished in the 
money six times more (67 percent). 

TOUGH TO SPELL, TOUGH TO BEAT 

Her name is quite a challenge to speak 
and to spell and Warriorscmoutoplay 
proved tough to beat as she defeated five 
rivals in the $75,000 Jostle Stakes June 6. 
Owned by a partnership that includes Feel 
The Thunder Stable, Warriorscmoutoplay 
was sent off as the favorite in the Josde, 
thanks to her gritty win in an allowance 
race May 10 at Churchill Downs, and 
before that her maiden-breaker April 18 at 
Keeneland.

■ Pennsylvania owner/breeder Mike Jester 
always thought highly of Grasshoppin, 
especially when the gelding began his 
career in April 2014 with a debut victory in 
a Parx maiden special weight that preceded 
three consecutive placings and a win in 
allowance company. A start in the Smarty 
Jones Stakes-G3 followed in September, 
but his eighth-place finish sent his career 
off track as he failed to win in seven sub¬ 
sequent starts. 


That changed March 29 when Grass¬ 
hoppin rebounded with an allowance win 
and again June 2 with another. The 4-year- 
old son of Cat Thief captured his third 
allowance of the year June 16 when he 
gutted out a neck victory in a $61,720 
1 -mde event. 


Back in stakes company 11 days later

In Due Time 

Cactus Kris delivers Satin and Lace 
for Walsh family after two near-misses

T he Walsh family figured they were due. 
Perhaps even a fitde overdue as the field 
approached the gate for the $100,600 
Satin and Lace Stakes on a cloudy early eve¬ 
ning at Presque Isle Downs June 14. 

They were third in the race’s 2013 edi¬ 
tion with Sally Sally and second in the same 
race in 2014 with Sweet Nkosi. Cactus Kris 
put owner Anne Walsh and her son and 
trainer Ryan Walsh over the top, winning 
the 2015 edition of the 5y2-furlong sprint 
stakes for fillies and mares to run her 
record to 4-for-lO on Presque Isle’s Tapeta 
Footings surface. 


The 4-year-old daughter of Cactus 
Ridge has only finished worse than sec¬ 
ond at Presque Isle three times, including 
a fourth in last fall’s Presque Isle Downs 
Masters-G2 and a third in her prep for the 
Satin and Lace. She actually finished first in 
that May 25 prep, a 5y2-furlong allowance, 
but was disqualified for bumping Disco 
Barbie a furlong from home. 

“I told the jockey [Huber ViUa-Gome 2 ] 
that, if she wins, great. If not, it’s kind of 
a steppings tone. She won it fairly easy, the 
prep,” Ryan Walsh said. “He said if any¬ 
thing he had too much horse, she was bot¬ 


tled up and kind of burst out. It might have 
worked out better if he could have waited 
a little longer. . . I did think she’d come up 
a fitde short and then when she won I was 
ecstatic and then they took her down.” 

Disqualified or not. Cactus Kris came 
out of that race well and needed only an 
easy 3-furlong bree 2 e five days before the 
Satin and Lace to be ready. 

“It was a good race for her, she’s a nice 
horse,” Ryan Walsh said of Cactus Kris’ 
head victory over last year’s Masters Stakes 
runner-up Disco Barbie as the 7-5 favorite. 
“And we were due, right?” 

Walsh said the ultimate goal remains the 
Masters, where Cactus Kris finished only 
2 lengths back when fourth behind Living 
The Life (Ire), Disco Barbie and Ageless in 
2014. Cactus Kris finished out the season 
with a victory a month after the Masters 
in Woodbine’s Ruling Angel Stakes on the 
Polytrack. 

“She was the only 3-year-old in the 
[Masters],” Walsh said. “I wouldn’t have 
done that but it was our home track and 
$400,000. All we had to do was lead her 
over. But she ran well and I was really 
impressed.” 

Bred in Kentucky by James Pafiafito 
and Tom Keegan and out of the Lemon 
Drop Kid mare Highest Ground, Cactus 
Kris originally sold as a weanling for 
$2,000 at the 2011 Keeneland November 
breeding stock sale. 

Eleven months later she was in Ron 
Blake and Han 2 ly Albina’s Blake Albina 
Thoroughbred Services consignment at 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky’s October yearling 
sale. Ryan Walsh said he loved the filly 
when he saw her during his presale inspec¬ 
tions. The timing also worked out, for both 
buyer and seller, since the Walshes were 
already high on daughters of Cactus Ridge. 

They claimed the Cactus Ridge fiUy 
Sally Sally in January 2011 and enjoyed a 
strong run throughout that season and into 
2012. Sally Sally won five of 16 starts for 
her new connections during that stretch, 
made seven stakes appearances and fin¬ 
ished third in the 2012 Masters. 

Still, the $30,000 price was a stretch. 

“We’ve always had luck with Cactus 
Ridge mares,” Walsh said. ‘We had Sally 
Sally, who was third in the Masters a couple 
years ago. We claimed her for $15,000 and 
had a heck of a run with her. It’s one of 
those things. When Cactus Kris was in 
the sale, we went to look at her and we 
obviously loved her. But we never spend 
$30,000. That was a lot for us. She’s worked 
out very well.” 
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NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Da 22 led Saint, off since finishing third 
in a $40,000 claiming race last August, 
upset the $100,000 Karl Boyes Memorial 
June 15 for owner/trainer John Bourke. 
The 8-year-old Florida-bred son of Saint 
Afleet was making his fifth consecutive 
appearance in the Karl Boyes after finish¬ 
ing sixth, third, eighth and fourth in the 
5 V2-furlong race since 2011. He was also 
the longest price on the board of the nine 
entrants, at more than 21-1, and led gate- 
to-wire under Willie Martine2 to win by a 
neck over Choctaw Chuck. The Karl Boyes 
is Da 22 led Saint’s first stakes victory and 
his 11th overall from 29 starts. 

■ Wayne Rice was atop the trainers’ stand¬ 
ings through June with 14 wins from 62 
starts. Rice owns all of his starters and 
also held a comfortable lead in the owners’ 
standings entering July. 

■ Repeated incidents of deer running 

around during the races forced the Penn¬ 
sylvania Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro¬ 
tective Association and track officials to 
change the normal post time from 5:25 
p.m. to 3:05 p.m. and to change training 
hours from 6-9 a.m. to allow for construc¬ 
tion of new fencing and removal of foliage 
from the infield and perimeter of the race¬ 
track. ^

Doubling Up 

Maryland-bred Silver Legend wins 
three at spring meet to share top honors

F or the better part of five decades, 
Richard Shelansky has had some stake 
in horse racing. And while he might 
not be racing for the biggest of purses 
these days, the trainer stays active because 
of horses like Silver Legend. 

The 5-year-old Maryland-bred son of 
Horse Greeley out of the Silver Deputy 
mare Silver N Satin entered the spring 
meeting at Pimlico Race Course with just 
three wins from 19 starts. Most of his races 
were in the claiming ranks, where he’d 
been competitive but rarely won. That aU 
changed this year at Old Hilltop. 

By the end of the meet. Silver Legend 
would double his win total to six. He’d also 
land in Shelansky’s barn after the veteran 
trainer claimed him for $4,500 out of a 
7 V4-length win in early May. 

In his first race for Shelansky and 
owner Diane McKay, Silver Legend raUied 
from next-to-last to win a starter allow¬ 
ance. It was his third win in a row. 

‘‘He came from behind and nipped 
them at the wire,” Shelansky recounted 
with glee. “It was a good feeling when he 
won.” 

Shelansky, who galloped horses as a 
teenager in Connecticut, won his first 
race at Green Mountain Race Track in 
Vermont in 1969. In the years follow¬ 
ing, he raced at now-defunct Narragansett 
Park in Rhode Island, Rockingham Park 
and Suffolk Downs. After taking a break 
from racing for several years, he returned 
in 2002. His emphasis these days is on 
acquiring improving Maryland-breds like 
Silver Legend. 

“It’s a big rush,” Shelansky said. “I’m 65 
years old and I still get a big rush out of it.” 

As for Silver Legend, his three wins tied 
the gelding for the most at the spring meet 
with fellow Maryland-breds My Son Ernie 
and Dr Bolt. One of Dr Bolt’s three vic¬ 
tories gave jockey Taylor Hole his 2,000th 
career win in May. 


Silver Legend and My Son Ernie turned 
the corner this spring after being claimed 
by Kieron Magee. After winning the train¬ 
ing title at Pimlico in 2014, Magee again 
showed up with a strong campaign high¬ 
lighted by 21 wins and $370,026 in purses 
during the meet. 

Those numbers were second to Jamie 
Ness, who captured the training tide with 
24 victories and $637,794 in purses. A 
large portion of those winnings came for 
Midwest Thoroughbreds, which racked up 
13 wins and $305,145 en route to securing 
its second straight Pimlico owner’s tide. 
PTK finished second in the owner’s stand¬ 
ings with six victories. 

The race for the jockey tide was tight 
the entire meet, and then changed under 
an unforeseen set of circumstances. After 
the final race closing day, Trevor McCarthy 
appeared to win the riding title with 35 
wins over Victor Carrasco with 34 victories 
in second. 

Then, five days after the conclusion of 
the meet, stewards for the Maryland Racing 
Commission disqualified Thisdanseistaken, 
who had won an optional claimer under 
McCarthy May 15, and placed her last. The 
disqualification moved up second-place 
finisher Conspirer, who had been ridden 
by Carrasco, giving him the riding tide over 
McCarthy 35-34. 

According to Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission executive director Mike Hopkins, 
the disqualification of Thisdanseis taken, 
who was trained at the time by Ness 
for Midwest, was due to an overage for 
methylprednisolone. The medication is on 
the list of 24 permitted therapeutic sub¬ 
stances to treat joint issues, but has a with¬ 
drawal time of 7-21 days. 

POSITIVE HANDLE SIGNS 

Larger fields, an expanded wagering 
menu and cooperative weather aU played 
a part in boosting handle at Pimlico this 


spring. Total wagering was up 25.5 percent 
from 2014, while average handle increased 
9.7 percent. 

“There’s a real good feeling in Maryland 
right now,” said Sal Sinatra, Maryland 
Jockey Club vice president and general 
manager. “The Pimlico product was very 
well received.” 

Sinatra credited an increase in field si 2 es 
as a major factor in the handle increase. He 
also thanked Mother Nature for a relatively 
dry early spring, which allowed for turf 
racing on all but one day of the meet. The 
lack of rain also ensured that fields stayed 
intact on most days. 

“The strong showing is probably what 
the value of the signal is,” Sinatra said. 
“It’s a credit to the racing staff, they put on 
good cards. I like the fact that people are 
recogni 2 ing us as an option.” 

Providing additional options, specifi¬ 
cally on the wagering menu at Pimlico and 
Laurel Park, was one of Sinatra’s early ini¬ 
tiatives when he took his current position 
in December. 

“Some of it is marketing,” he said. 
“We did market more than we have in the 
past. We did add the Rainbow 6, which 
did generate some interest, especially on 
Belmont Day when there was the guaran¬ 
teed payout.” 

The Rainbow 6, which only pays out a 
full jackpot when there’s a single winning 
ticket, attracted $798,206 to an existing 
pool of $275,321 June 6, closing day at 
the meet with a mandatory payout regard¬ 
less of the number of winning tickets. 
The wager produced individual payoffs of 
$12,518. 

Sinatra also introduced a low 12-per- 
cent takeout pick 5 wagering option at 
Pimlico, and added rolling doubles and 
pick 3 wagers earlier in the year. The 
additional pools comprised a portion of 
increased betting Preakness Day, as well. 
This year’s Preakness card handle rose to 
$85,161 million from $83,786 million last 
year. Total handle on Black-Eyed Susan 
Day rose by an even more encouraging 63 
percent, from $12,507 miUion to $18,488 
million. ^

Improving with Age 

Generazio homebred Saucy Don lands 
two state-bred stakes early in meet

A change in the gameplan worked bril¬ 
liantly for Saucy Don, who at age 5 
became a first-time and then a dual 
stakes winner when in consecutive starts 
he took both New Jersey-bred events for 
males run through June at Monmouth 
Park. 

The Patricia Generazio homebred ral¬ 
lied from off the pace to win the John J. 
Reilly Handicap May 30 and Dan Horn 
Handicap June 21 after finishing third 
against open company in the Decathlon 
Stakes on the first day of the meeting. The 
victories were Saucy Don’s first since last 
Aug. 2, when he took a $44,000 Monmouth 
allowance. 

‘We usually lay them up for the whole 
winter, but this year we gave him to [train¬ 
er] Terri [Pompay] because she asked if 
she could take him to Florida and just pick 
spots to run him there and then bring him 


back to New Jersey,” Generazio said. “She 
didn’t abuse him. She ran him a few times 
and he was fine. She told us she wanted to 
make sure she had him ready for the New 
Jersey-bred stakes races. He was fitter than 
he had been in previous years. I think that 
was the secret.” 

Saucy Don is out of the 14-year-old 
Belong to Me mare Saucy Broad, a grand¬ 
daughter of Broad Brush, and he is by 
Don Six, whom Generazio and her hus¬ 
band Frank bred and raced. Saucy Don 
found the winner’s circle just twice last 
year but the stakes scores pushed his life¬ 
time total to seven wins from 24 starts and 
improved his bankroll to $313,370. 

“He’s a nice horse. We bought the mare 
to be a racehorse but she wasn’t straight¬ 
legged and never made it to the races,” 
Generazio said. “The fellow who picked 
her out for us said that even if she doesn’t 


make it to the races she’ll become a nice 
broodmare and she has. Just to have her 
bred to our own homebred makes this 
extra nice.” 

The Generazios are longtime prominent 
owners and breeders, but scaled back their 
New Jersey breeding operation to almost 
nil because the state program has fallen on 
hard times while breeders in neighboring 
states are enjoying banner days with incen¬ 
tives fueled by casino revenues. 

Frank said that “99 percent” of their 
operation is now in New York and Florida. 

“We just have that one mare left in 
New Jersey, and Don Six, so we just keep 
breeding her to him. She is at Greenfields 
Farm in Colts Neck. She has a lovely, 
lovely 2-year-old fiUy [Fairest Broad] by 
Defrere who is with Terri at the track,” 
said Patricia Generazio, who also bred 
and owned Grade 1 winner and New 
York-bred Discreet Marq and campaigned 
nine-time graded stakes winner Presious 
Passion. “It’s wonderful that now Saucy 
Don is a New Jersey stakes winner.” 

COMEBACK CONTINUES 

Mr. Jordan flashed his brilliance early on 
the racetrack, just like Michael Jordan on 
the court and Jordan Spieth on the Links. It 
was all blue skies for the gorgeous gray colt 
and he was undefeated as a 2-year-old with 
two runaway stakes victories in three starts. 

Then an injury happened. Trainer Eddie 
Pies a Jr. described it as a torn check liga¬ 
ment, a condition when a bone protrudes 
above the knee and can rub on the liga¬ 
ment. Late December surgery was success¬ 
ful and Mr. Jordan’s downtime wasn’t as 
long as the 45-60 days originally predicted, 
but when he came back at Gulfstream Park 
in March and April, he wasn’t the same. 

Until June. 

Mr. Jordan excited his connections and 
backers once again while defeating seven 
other sophomores in the $150,000 Pegasus 
Stakes-G3 June 21 to remain unblemished 
at Monmouth and earn an automatic berth 
into the $1 million Haskell Invitational 
Stakes-Gl Aug. 2. 

“It was a nice move forward,” Pies a 
said of Mr. Jordan, second in the Tamarac 
Stakes and then disqualified from first 
for bearing out in the Tarpon Stakes at 
Gulfstream Park. “He had kind of a tough 
time in Florida this last winter and he’s 
started to turn things around up here. His 
best races are in front of him.” 

Pies a is renowned for his patience and 
after Mr. Jordan’s injury owners David

Melin, Leon Elknan and Laurie Pies a, his 
wife, allowed him to take his time. 

‘‘My father [now 88] and I were just 
saying that the one thing you have to 
have in this game is patience,’’ said Pies a, 
who brought Itsmyluckyday back from a 
fractured ilium bone sustained in the 2013 
Pegasus to win the 2014 Woodward-Gl at 
Saratoga. “It can be from a trainer’s stand¬ 
point, it can be from an owner’s standpoint 
and it can be from a jockey’s standpoint 
during the course of a race. 

“I try to give my horses every opportu¬ 
nity when I’m making the decisions about 
what I’m going to do with them. I don’t 
want to ever have to look back and say to 
myself, ‘I ran him back too quick, I should 
have done this or I should have done 
that.’ We’ve been patient with Mr. Jordan 
because horses deserve that, and certainly 
horses of this caliber deserve it. We gave it 
to him and it paid off” 

That it surely did in the Pegasus, where 
Mr. Jordan stalked the early pace and made 
his move on the far turn under Paco Lope 2 
to gain the lead. Even though he drifted 
out in mid-stretch, just as he had done at 
Gulfstream, he got up by a head to hold 
off the fast-closing Tekton. Good Pick 
Nick finished third. 

“Why does he kind of drift a little? It’s 
not a soundness issue, it’s kind of more 
in-between his ears,” Pies a said. “We’ve 
learned to try to make a correction in it and 
we play along with it. In his last race, Paco 
was a lot more confident than anybody else 
who might have been watching the race. 
He didn’t hit him with the stick down the 
lane, he just guided him and that got him 
across the finish line. It’s just something he 
does because he’s kind of quirky. In this 
race it wasn’t too bad, but it was notice¬ 
able.” 

Plesa went to $155,000 to buy the 
son of Kantharos at the 2014 OBS April 
2-year-olds in training sale. Kantharos 
showed brilliance as an undefeated juvenile 
in 2010, before a leg fracture ended his 
career. Mr. Jordan is Kantharos’ leading 
earner and first stakes winner. 

“At one time he was just kind of a wall¬ 
flower,” Plesa said. “You wouldn’t really 
know he was there and that was all the 
way up until two months ago. Then all of 
a sudden, he kind of grew into himself. 
Now, you walk by him with a carrot and 
he comes right up to the front of the stall.

Give and Take 

Track, horsemen win in three-year 
contract agreement over dates, purses

I t took about 18 months to hammer out 
the details, but a new contract between 
the Charles Town Horsemen’s Bene¬ 
volent and Protective Association and 
Charles Town Races promises to provide 
long-term stability for both parties. 

‘‘With all the things going on up in 
[state capital] Charleston and all the 
changes going on with the purses and 
everything, there was so much uncertainty 
for us both that we needed to come to an 
agreement on this,” Charles Town HBPA 
president Randy Funkhouser said. “It was 
a give and take situation. That’s why it took 
18 months to do.” 

For the track, retaining 8 percent of the 
purse account for unrestricted stakes based 
on total purses from the previous year 
was a major victory in the negotiations, 
Funkhouser said. 

“They were adamant in wanting their 8 
percent for the stakes races,” Funkhouser 
said. “In light of the diminishing purses, 
that was a hard thing for us and a hard 
thing for our membership to give in on.” 

The horsemen also scored some con¬ 
cessions in the new contract, signed June 
19 and binding for a minimum three years 
with automatic renewals for two one-year 
extensions if both parties agree. The pre¬ 
vious contract expired at the end of 2014. 
For horsemen, the deal guarantees a great¬ 
er role in race-day safety by stipulating the 
trainers’ right to examine the racing surface 
and training track. 

The number of free stalls remains 
unchanged at 1,148, but Charles Town 
agreed to make the allocation process 
transparent to the horsemen and imple¬ 
ment defined objective and subjective cri¬ 
teria for those decisions. The condition 
book will include at least three races exclu¬ 
sively for West Virginia-accredited/bred 
horses every live racing day. 

“While it was a lengthy process. I’m 
happy to say that both sides worked amica- 
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bly and coUaboratively towards a complet¬ 
ed agreement,” Charles Town general man¬ 
ager A1 Britton said in a statement. “There 
was plenty of give and take, but both sides 
understood how important it was to agree 
on a contract that would bring some cer¬ 
tainty to both the track and the horsemen. 
We’re happy to have gotten it done.” 

Contract disputes will be subject to 
arbitration, helping both sides avoid poten¬ 
tial court batdes. 

The West Virginia Racing Commission 
earlier this year approved Charles Town’s 
request to reduce its racing days from 220 
to 187, a move which had the support of 
horsemen. In contrast. Mountaineer Race¬ 
track cut 50 racing days from its schedule 
to avoid reducing average daily purses. The 
contract at Charles Town stipulates that 
track owner Penn National Gaming cannot 
seek an additional state-sanctioned reduc¬ 
tion in the number of live racing day or live 
races per day. 

“We worked with them on reducing 
the race dates because of the shortage 
of purse money,” Funkhouser said. “We 
didn’t want to lower the purse structure.” 

JUNE WINNERS 

■ Longtime Charles Town conditioner 
Ronney Brown is in the midst of another 
strong season. Second only to perennial 
leading trainer Jeff Runco in the standings 
through July 5, Brown continued to rack 
up the victories. His 45 wins in 258 starts 
trailed only Runco’s 76 in 266. 

Brown won the month’s lone handi¬ 
cap June 12 when Jose Montano rode 
Euro Indian Girl to win by a head in the 
4 V 2 -furlong test worth $30,000. The 5-year- 
old Kentucky-bred daughter of Eurosilver 
arrived in Brown’s barn via a $14,000 claim 
nearly a year and a half earlier for owner 
Team Cobra. 

“She had an injury in her leg, so we had 
to rest her up,” Brown said. “We tried her

at 6 V 2 , but she didn’t want that. She runs a 
pretty good Wi though.” 

The win was her third in six starts this 
season. 

Brown tallied another impressive vic¬ 
tory June 20 with state-bred filly Charitable 
Star. The 3-year-old daughter of Charitable 
Man broke her maiden by 8 lengths going 
4 y 2 furlongs under Montano. 

■ Showing ability to come back quick was 
West Virginia-bred Swagger In, the winner 
of two allowances in 22 days. 

The 4-year-old Not For Love gelding 
notched his first career allowance win June 
6 and came back to take another, also at 
4!4 furlongs, under Montano three weeks 
later. Trained by Richard Butts Jr. for 
owner/breeder Sam English II, Swagger 
In improved his record to three wins in 
seven starts. 

■ A few fortunate bettors scored June 
4 when Ace the Limit won a 4 V 2 -furlong 
maiden claimer at double the odds of the 
next longest shot on the board. The 7-year- 
old Limit Out gelding returned $208.80 for 
a $2 win bet. 

Ace the Limit, bred and owned by 
Brenda Marshall and trained by James 
Williams, didn’t make his first start until 
August 2014, and got the win in his 12th 
outing. He finished ninth in his previous 
race, in mid-May at Charles Town. The 
gelding prompdy returned to form when 
eighth in a June 18 race. 

■ State-bred Ruby Red Rocket continued 
her march toward allowance company with 
a victory against claimers going 41/2 fur¬ 
longs June 5. The 4-year-old daughter of 
Windsor Casde went unclaimed for $4,500 
despite winning for the fifth time in six 
starts this year. 

Her winning total includes a February 
allowance score for owner Robert Cole and 
trainer Kevin Patterson. *

Northview loses 
Lion Hearted 

L ion Hearted, the nearly black son of 
Storm Cat who made his entire stud 
career at Northview Stallion Station in 
Chesapeake City Md., died of an apparent 
heart attack after breeding a mare May 28. 
He was 19. 

The multiple graded stakes-placed 
sprinter who earned $191,630 in 18 starts 
was a pri 2 ed prospect when he entered stud 
in 2001, the latest in a line of Northview 
stallions descending from a stellar Phipps 
Stable family He covered 70 mares that 
first season. 

“Lion Hearted is just another example 
of a stallion prospect that was bred so 
well, if his race record was better, he would 
never have wound up in Maryland,’’ said 
Northview president Richard Golden. “I 
would always rather take a chance with a 
Storm Cat son out of a Grade 1-winning 
mare as a stalhon prospect.” 

Lion Hearted’s dam Cadillacing, winner 
of the Grade 1 Ballerina Stakes, was a full 
sister to champion and classic winner Easy 
Goer and a half-sister to Grade 1 winner 
Easy Now. Cadillacing produced six foals 
to race, including Grade 1 winner and sire 
Strolhng Along and Grade 2 winner and 
graded stakes-producer Cat Cay. 

Lion Hearted’s first starter, 2-year- 
old fiUy Chocolate Brown, made him an 



instant sire success. She won her debut 
in early April 2004 at Aqueduct and took 
the Fashion Stakes at Belmont Park in her 
next start. By year’s end. Lion Hearted 
was also the sire of SeHma and Maryland 
Million Lassie winner Hear Us Roar and 
stakes-placed Maddy’s Lion and Prideland, 
elevating him to leading freshman sire in 
the Mid-Atlantic. 

Two years later Lion Hearted led the 
Maryland 2-year-old sires’ hst, his top 
ranked juvenile the stakes winner Roaring 
Lion. Roaring Lion won four more stakes 
in his career while racing through age 7, 
and retired as his sire’s richest son, with 
earnings of $542,536. 

In 15 breeding seasons. Lion Hearted 
covered nearly 1,000 mares (an average 
of 66 per year). From 2004-06, his book 
topped 125, led by 139 in 2005. With his 
current crop of 2-year-olds. Lion Hearted 
is the sire of 616 registered foals, of which 
474 have started and 350 are winners, for 
earnings in excess of $25.7 million. 

Lion Hearted sired two or more stakes 
winners in each of his first six crops, and 
has 21 stakes winners to date, the rich¬ 
est Silver Heart, a winner of 15 races 
and $596,824. Her fuU-sister Aspenglow 
won four stakes and earned $465,698.

First winner for Fierce Wind 

Fierce Wind, a multiple stakes-win¬ 
ning son of Dixie Union who stands 
privately at Ruxton Farm in Free Union, 
Va., got his first winner when his first 
starter, 2-year-old Fran kin Storm, cap¬ 
tured a maiden race at Laurel Park 
July 5. Owned by Concepts Unlimited 
Stable and NeUie Mae Cox and trained 
by Phil Schoenthal, the bay gelding led 
nearly every step of the 5 furlongs to 
win by a half-length. 

Bred by Susan Minor, Frankin Storm 
is one of Fierce Wind’s five foals of rac¬ 
ing age, four 2-year-olds. Purchased by 
Minor Stables after winning the 2008 
Sam F. Davis Stakes at 3, Fierce Wind 
later added the Challenger Stakes and 
retired with earnings of $197,300. The 
dark bay staUion is out of the winning 
A.P Indy mare Post Parade, a fuH-sister 
to graded stakes winner Parade Queen, 
the granddam of Grade 1 -winning mil- 
honaire Bodemeister. 


Seven of his runners won stakes at 2, 
including Spotted Heart in the 2014 Mary¬ 
land Juvenile FiUy Championship. Lion 
Hearted’s 24 stakes-placed performers are 
topped by the graded stakes-placed Hob- 
bitontherocks ($483,569) and Irish Lion 
($306,096). 

As a broodmare sire, his produc¬ 
ing daughters include Mother, dam of 
2014 Kentucky Derby-Gl runner-up and 
$603,634-earner Commanding Curve.

Maryland-bred Luna Time 
upsets Grade 3 Obeah 

B efore the Obeah Stakes-G3 at Delaware Park June 20, assis¬ 
tant trainer Adrian RoUs talked to owners Dorsey Brown and 
Rich Palmer. 

‘‘He was typical low-key Adrian,’’ said Brown. “He said she’d 
probably need a race.” 

Luna Time proved RoUs—and a lot of other people—wrong 
by upsetting the $100,000 stakes with a hard-charging final kick. 
Ridden by Forest Boyce, the Maryland-bred won by 3 lengths over 
favorite Joint Return, who was a neck in front of Montana Native 
after IVs miles in 1:49.58. Making her first start since February 
for trainer Graham Motion, Luna Time became a stakes winner 
and graded stakes winner at the same time much to the joy of her 
owners /breeders. 

Brown and Palmer campaigned Luna Time’s dam High 
Moment with trainer Rodney Jenkins and won four races (two 
stakes) in 14 starts from 2006-08. When her racing career ended, 
the parmers sent her to David and Jo Ann Hayden’s Dark Hollow 
Farm. In 2010, she produced a Grand Slam fiUy who sold for 
$5,500 as a 2-year-old and has one fife time win. 

High Moment’s next foal was Luna Time, who stayed with 
Brown and Palmer and has more than repaid the loyalty with a 
Saratoga maiden win and two allowance scores last year. And 
the daughter of Malibu Moon is only improving with a third in 
Maryland Racing Media Stakes at Laurel Park to open 2015 and 
then the Obeah victory. Luna Time was closing in on $200,000 
in career earnings by mid-July, with bigger goals on the hori 2 on. 

“We usually enter them in the sale, but David said we should 
keep her because her conformation wasn’t quite right,” Brown 
said. “So we decided to race her. It’s worked out really well.” 

High Moment’s third foal, a colt by Trappe Shot, sold for 
$127,000 as a yearling at Keeneland September last year and for 
$230,000 at Barretts this year. The mare produced a 2014 Tapizar 
colt, third in his class at the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
yearhng show in June, but died moments after foaling a Trappe 


Shot filly this year. The foal was raised by a nurse mare, but High 
Moment will be missed. 

“That was tough and I felt for those guys,” said David Hayden. 
“But I teU everybody in this game, where there’s life, there’s death. 
She was a nice mare. ” 

Brown owns parts of two other mares with Dark Hollow and 
will generally sell the foals. 

“We do it for the enjoyment and the fun, we love horses and 
horse racing, but we try to make it cash-flow positive,” Brown 
said. “Once in awhile we keep them to race and we’re glad we still 
have Luna Time. We’re very, very fortunate.” 

An investment manager with Brown Advisory in Baltimore, 
Brown grew up riding ponies and credits a trip to Pimlico with his 
father-and a $2 bet on a horse named Adaptable-with establish¬ 
ing the racing bug. Among others. Brown owned graded stakes 
winner Running Tide and campaigned My Lord early in his career. 

“My father owned some horses and I’ve always been involved a 
little bit,” said Brown. “We’ve always had a love and a passion for 
the sport and what it represents.” 

Palmer, retired from Brown Advisory, is a parmer in Luna 
Time and High Moment’s foals and got involved via Brown.

Owned 
and bred by Bonita Farm, the 
dark bay won Class III for fil¬ 
lies conceived in Maryland. 
She is a half-sister to seven 
winners and a granddaughter 


of graded stakes winner Cali- 
pha. 

"They were my kind of 
horse-big and scopey and cor¬ 
rect," said Lanni of the cham¬ 
pion and reserve champion. 
"They just had presence about 
them. I think that was obvious. 
Those two had more presence 
than the other two. They stood 
over a lot of ground. The last 
four were really hard." 

Lanni called the whole day 
a difficult, but fun, assign¬ 
ment. 

"It was the first time I've 
ever judged anything, so I 
didn't know what to expect 
coming in," he said. "It was 
a lot harder than I expected. I 
was trying to be careful. Peo¬ 
ple's hard work is on the line. 
They take it seriously and I 
wanted to as well. I was sur¬ 
prised how well the horses 
were turned out. It was very 
well organized and it was nice 
to see there was a pretty good 
turnout of people there watch¬ 
ing too." 

With their third champion 
in the past five years, Manfuso 
and Voss retired the Foxharbor 
trophy donated by Ann Jack- 
son in memory of her husband 
Cary, who had retired the 
Chanceland Farm Challenge 
Trophy (donated by Manfuso) 
in 2010. Manfuso had retired 
the Blarney Trophy in 1999 
and he and Voss get to pick out 
another cup for 2016. 

"That part is fun," said 
Manfuso. "Cary retired our 
trophy and now we've retired 
his. The game is, you can retire 
one but part of the arrange¬ 
ment is that you replace it. 
We've got time, but we've got 
to find another one." 

Though her dam and 
granddam never raced, Man¬ 
fuso called the champion's 
female family "incredible." 
To Give's granddam Emmaus 
produced major winner Wise¬ 
man's Ferry, among others, 
and is a daughter of Harbor 
View Farm's star broodmare 
La Affirmed whose foals in¬ 
clude graded stakes winners 
Caress, Country Cat and Del¬ 
la Francesca, plus Irish Group 
3 winner and sire Bernstein. 
Caress produced Grade 1 win¬ 
ner and sire Sky Mesa among 
others. Another daughter of 






































La Affirmed, Unify, produced 
classy steeplechasers Arcadius 
and All Together. 

Frequent Manfuso partner 
John Mayer of Nursery Place 
in Kentucky bought Emmaus 
as a yearling in 1995 and 
theyVe been breeding foals 
out of her together for several 
years. 

The yearling show is part 
of the plan. 

'TVe always felt like the 
yearling show is great school¬ 
ing for those of us selling 
horses," Manfuso said. "What 
an experience for them. 
They're going there and doing 
what they're going to be doing 
at any of the sales. They learn. 
I thought we took some nice 
horses there and I thought our 
guys at the farm did a nice 
job." 

Manfuso said the cham¬ 
pion will be in the Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic yearling sale 
this fall, as will several others 
from the show. A half-brother 
to Grade 2-winning million¬ 
aire International Star by Not 
For Love, fourth in Class I, is 
entered in Fasig-Tipton's Sara¬ 
toga sale this summer. 

Chanceland put four horses 
in the ribbons at the show, 
thanks to plenty of work by 
Hesketh-Tutton, David Marti¬ 
nez and the team at the farm. 

"We start [prepping] from 
the day they're weaned- 
brushing and clipping and all 
the little things," said Hes- 
keth-Tuttn. "We practice and 
practice and practice and 
hopefully by the time we get 
over there they're used to it 
all." 

Fueled by the reserve 
champion, Bonita Farm sire 
Etched was the leading sire 
and took home the Northview 
Stallion Station Challenge 
Trophy. The son of Forestry, 
whose oldest foals are 2-year- 
olds, also produced the Class 
I runner-up. 

All yearlings in the show 
are eligible for $40,000 in 
awards based on racetrack 
performance at 2 and 3. ^

— Notes from the President — 

The Things They Carry

A.S in the prize-winning story The 
Things They Carried by Tim O'Brien, folks 
on a horse farm at the end of breeding 
season carry many things. 

In thin flat wallets, seven brothers 
from Mexico carry photographs of their 
families back home in Michoacan. 

Every Thursday night, they carry 
paychecks to Western Union to send 
home the money they earned from an¬ 
other week of cleaning countless stalls, 
from carrying bottomless buckets down 
endless shedrows. They hold onto only 
enough cash to buy next week's grocer¬ 
ies, which they carry in from the trunk of 
a gold Ford Crown Victoria which is often 
mistaken for an unmarked cop car. They 
carry laughter back into the broodmare 
bam, after driving past another teenager 
who guiltily pulled over onto the shoul¬ 
der, and then they carry shanks to stalls 
to turn foals out in the cool of the summer 
evening. 

The broodmare manager carries her 
vet list, written in abbreviated code: US 
14 dys, for pregnancy ultrasound two 
weeks after ovulation. LBD for last breed¬ 
ing date. She carries the hopes of distant 
mare owners that the last covers of the 
season reward them with pregnant, even 
if late-foaling, mares for next spring. 

Because the rains of summer are 
heavier than water buckets, the mainte¬ 
nance man carries a scraper blade on the 
back of the little John Deere, to tend the 
farm's gravel roads before they wash en¬ 


tirely into the woods. He carries washed 
sediments from the base of the hills, to tie 
back in to the stone base on high ground. 
On close afternoons as clouds build, he 
carries the sky, waiting for it to crash 
down in another thunderstorm straight 
out of the Old Testament. 

The bookkeeper carries the month- 
end board bills to the post office, each 
envelope carrying photographs of horses 
whose care is itemized on the statements. 
Days later, from Oregon and Texas, from 
Maine and Massachusetts, the office 
phone will carry messages from distant 
mare owners, thanking everyone for the 
photos of foals, the nurturing care. 

What the bosses carry varies mo- 
ment-to-moment. They carry cell phones 
to field calls of concern about empty 
mares, walking on the farm while talking 
on the phone, easier to distribute stress, to 
deliver disappointing news, to plead for 
patience. 

They carry checks to the carpenter 
while they check on progress on those 
lower stalls, which they'll need finished 
by September and weaning time. They 
carry optimism into the breeding shed, 
where the last covers have the greatest 
chance of conception. Mother Nature car¬ 
rying her end of the bargain, hormones 
high-progesterone, testosterone, prosta¬ 
glandin, expectation. 

The bosses carry reports printed from 
The Jockey Club databases: stallions' 
progeny, first-time starters, stakes races 


coming up, purses, charts, past perfor¬ 
mances, sales entries, sales results, and 
the sheer weight of all that data carries 
with it the danger of failed efforts, and 
so the bosses lightly carry memories of 
their youthful summers on the old fami¬ 
ly farm-pickup basketball, cookouts and 
crab feasts and camaraderie, the days 
when they first learned how to cope. 

On the back of her wheelchair, the last 
surviving elder carries a Tervis Tumbler 
of ice water, which she is presented with 
every few minutes, to maintain hydration 
to her declining mind-just good old farm 
water, drawn from pipes running from 
the well to the foaling barn to the house, 
those same pipes that her husband the 
horse breeder tapped at the barn to send 
her news that another foal had been born, 
to relieve her waiting up. 

She carries select memories only. Re¬ 
member when Col. Tippett landed his he¬ 
licopter, painted in the dark purple of Liz 
Whitney's racing silks, right here in the 
front field? Who could forget that? Well, 
never mind. 

On the wraparound front porch, she 
sits and claps her hands to summon all 
spirits. I've called God 17 times, she says, 
and the farm dogs all come panting over, 
and the foals in the fields look up from 
splay-legged grazing, and every summer 
from time immemorial it seems, the end 
of breeding season carries moments of 
hard-earned reflection, while life on the 
farm carries on. ^

“I’m really glad the race turned out how it did,” 
said winning jockey Abel Castellano Jr. “I knew 
there were a couple horses who would show speed, 
but coming out of shorter races I was hoping I’d 
be able to sit in behind and settle, and that’s what 
happened. Around the far turn, once I asked him to 
go, I knew I had it.” 


Trained by Terri Pompay, Saucy Don has won 
seven of his 24 starts to earn $313,370. All of his 
wins have come over the Oceanport oval.

R ichard Malouf and Eddie Broome’s More Than 
a Party recorded her first stakes victory in the 
$60,000 Open Mind Handicap, going 6 furlongs at 
Monmouth Park May 31, in impressive fashion.

M y attendance at the Belmont Stakes 
almost didn’t happen. Due to a 
planned trip to London later in June, I 
convinced myself I wasn’t going to be able 
to go to New York this year to watch the 
races on June 6.

So now, I could add 
withdrawal to my anxiety. 

Furthermore, I would not dress up in 
the Zayat Stable colors, even though they 
are some of my favorites. I wouldn’t buy 
any new themed outfits as I have done pre¬ 
viously. There would be no fancy chapeau 
or fancy dress. I would simply wear a top, 
skirt and loafer-styled Sketchers. My attire 
was quite subdued and not impressive for 
the Clubhouse section where we were 
seated, but I would have to endure my 
humble garments for the sake of history. 

Some folks might find all this a bit silly 
and nonsense but not a race tracker. They 
know that superstition is a large part of 
the game. They know that wearing the 
same socks that helped win a previous race 
will certainly contribute to continuous 
victories. Just as I knew that my atten¬ 
dance could dash the hopes of millions if I 
didn’t change my “way of going.” 


All my work was 
going to be put to the test. Although, I 
must confess, I did buy one $2 American 
Pharoah win ticket. Last year, however, I 
bought 10 $2 California Chrome win tick¬ 
ets for friends and family souvenirs. Sorry 
folks at home, none for you this year. 

We all know the outcome of that race. 
What you didn’t know before now is how 
much I contributed to this successful re¬ 
sult. When American Pharoah was making 
his stretch run and his lead widened as 
Frosted faded and he accelerated, it was 
clear that my jinx was conquered by all my 
sacrifices. I am sure that Ahmed Zayat 
would appreciate my efforts, if he only 
knew. So, if you happen to know him just 
fill him in. He might want me at the 
Breeders’ Cup this year and I don’t have 
tickets. So, Mr. Zayat if you throw some 
tickets my way, I promise to wear the same 
humble outfit that I wore to the Belmont 
Stakes.

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A show of support from 
Woodvale Farm

When Luisita Cuprill was a little girl in Puerto 
Rico she always asked Santa Claus for a horse 
and every Christmas morning she would race to 
her family’s Christmas tree hoping that her wish 
would come true. “Unfortunately we lived right in 
the middle of the city and I never got [a horse]. 
The best I got was a bicycle!” she remembers, 
laughing. 

That would all change when Luisita met 
her future husband Charles who had always 
considered purchasing his own racehorses and 
their mutual love was icing on the cake. Soon 
enough the couple proudly owned a group of 
homebred Thoroughbred racehorses that included 
a stakes-winning son of Lord Gaylord named Lord 
Carlos who would become their foundation stallion 
and would lead the Cuprills to be named Pennsyl¬ 
vania’s Leading Breeders Fund Award Recipient 
an extraordinary seven times. 

The Cuprills are adamant about supporting 
their own stallions, which turned out to be both a 
curse and a blessing when Lord Carlos’ son Lord 
At Law was born in 1989. Out of the Tri Jet mare 
Jet Law, Lord At Law displayed precocious bril¬ 
liance but suffered a career-ending injury during 
his 3-year-old season after just four career starts 
and joined his father at the Cuprills’ Woodvale 
Farm in Lewisville, Pa. The disappointment of Lord 
At Law being forced into the breeding shed early 
became a bright mark for Woodvale Farm when 
his offspring hit the racetrack running, counted 
among his offspring 2000 Philadelphia Park 
Champion Three-Year-Old Male Lord Sanford. 

“Lord At Law could have been anything. Fie 
started his career at Philadelphia Park against a 
horse who had cost a lot of money by the name of 
Groovy Attire. They were talking about that horse 


like they hadn’t seen a horse like that in a long, 
long time,” Mrs. Cuprill said. “Lord At Law won by 
12 in :58!” 

In addition to supporting their own stallions 
the Cuprills invest heavily in the farm’s pedigrees 
and aggressively try to improve their broodmare 
band from the inside. For example, they have bred 
four generations of horses within the Jet Law 
female line, including a full brother to Lord At Law 
named Black Lord who was multiple stakes- 
placed. Their full sister Lady At Law produced 
19-time winner Whiz Alone. 

Speaking of multi-generational-a founda¬ 
tion mare for the Cuprills was Bandita Moll. The 
1976 daughter of Banderilla never won a race 
but became a star member of the Woodvale Farm 
broodmare band. Bandita Moll produced Native 
Gala, who was Grade 3-placed in Puerto Rico, and 
Native Gala in turn foaled Another Quique H., who 
ran an excellent second in the 1989 Puerto Rico 
Futurity-GI. 

Three generations after Bandita Moll came 
the Lord At Law gelding Elector who earned 
$193,244 in 44 starts while being passed around 
the claiming ranks at Philadelphia Park. The last 
Bandita Moll foal was born in 1993 but there are 
still traces of her pedigree throughout the state. 

Cabo Rojo is another son of Lord At Law, 
out of the Blue Ensign mare Mz. Chrizzmazz. The 
female line is a prime example of the versatile, 
sound horse that the Cuprills pride themselves 
on breeding. Not only did Cabo Rojo win nine of 
52 starts and earn $175,041, but his 6-year-old 
half-brother Plebeyo is still competing at Parx 
Racing. A grandson of Mz. Chrizzmazz named 
Black Chevron has earned $211,834.

Most of the Woodvale Farm homebreds 
begin their careers for the Cuprills but the 
PA-Breds often find their way into other barns. 
Horses bred by the Cuprills are coveted not 
only for the attraction of being PA-Breds but 
also for their durability as racehorses. 

Says Mrs. Cuprill, “I try to breed the 
horses myself and then we train them and try 
to run them. If people show interest then we 
sell through claims or privately. We don't take 
them to the sales ring.” 

Cuprill-breds are found at the top and 
bottom of racing in Pennsylvania and are doing 
well at all levels. Horses like Cabo Rojo earned 
their money the hard way in low-level claiming 
races, while others have competed in the 
prestigious Astoria Stakes and Tremont Stakes 
at Belmont Park after showing early precocity. 


That trend continues when looking at 
the other female lines at Woodvale Farm. The 
Silver Badge mare Clausula produced four 
stakes horses, including multiple stakes winner 
Tabs in 1987. A daughter of Guilford Road, 
Tabs won Penn National’s White Rose Stakes 
and Philadelphia Park’s Foxy J.G. Stakes. 
Clausula’s stakes-placed daughter Opinion (by 
Lord Carlos) is the dam of stakes winner and 
$275,230-earner Documento (by Whiz Along). 

Prized Woodvale Farm stallion Lord At 
Law was pensioned due to old age but the 
Cuprills purchased two well-bred stallions to 
stand in his place. Revival Song is a handsome 
gray son of Unbridled’s Song who originally 
sold for $800,000 at the 2002 Keeneland 
September Yearling Sale. Revival Song only 
won once but has been a solid addition to the 
Pennsylvania breeding ranks. 


The Cuprills also added stakes winner 
City Sharpster to the roster. The son of Carson 
City out of the Grade 1 winner Sharp Dance 
broke his maiden at Gulfstream Park by more 
than 11 lengths and also romped to victory 
in the 2002 Larry R. Riviello President’s Cup 
Stakes at Philadelphia Park. 

Last year both stallions were strong in 
the Pennsylvania stud rankings with each right 
around the 50% mark in winners from starters. 
Poderosa led City Sharpster offspring in 2014 
with earnings of $69,985 while Plebeyo was 
Revival Song’s leading moneymaker. The trend 
is certain to continue in the future. 

“We have been breeding for over 30 years 
and will always be in Pennsylvania,” says Mrs. 
Cuprill. “The Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association program is in my opinion one of the 
best in the country and it has kept me alive.” 


A few words from the Executive Secretary 



Positive Step for Breeding and 
Racing in Pennsylvania 

The PTHA Horsemen recently negotiated a 
new racing schedule with PARX. The balance of 
2015 and the projected 2016 race dates have 
been posted. The highlight of 2015 will be an 
eight-week “Fall Festival” during which time the 
daily purses will average $500k and the PA- 


Bred restricted race purses will be huge! The 
MSW purse will be $60k, the 12.5 N2 $35k, 
the A1X $70k and the A2x $74k. 

As a breeder and owner myself I can’t wait 
for the Fall Festival to begin. To sum it up in a 
word from one of the state’s premier breeders 
Rick Abbott, “WOW!” Another breeder Greg 
Newell exclaimed, “Did you ever think we would 


be racing for that kind of money?” The PA 
Stakes will also be raised to $100k, PA-Breds 
will still have preference and purses for the 
balance of the year will remain as usual. 

During the seven-week period after 
Christmas until February 13 you will 
have the option to give your horses a 
little rest which is probably long overdue, 
or you can run at Penn National. Sam 
Elliott, director of racing at PARX, has 
promised that you will not lose stalls 
during this break. Over the last couple 
of years many race cards have been 
cancelled due to inclement weather and 
safety conditions. If you decide to contin¬ 
ue training the PTHA has made sure 
the track will remain open and properly 
maintained. 

This is a win-win situation for all 
involved. Thanks goes out to the PTHA 
and PARX for putting this all together.

Thanks to the cooperation between Virginia and Maryland, the 
Virginia Equine Alliance is excited to announce a variety of exciting 
new fiat racing opportunities for Virginia horsemen in 2015. 

The $60,000 Virginla-bred/sired stakes will run Saturday, 
September 26th at Laurel Park. These five turf stakes—the 
Jamestown, Brookmeade, Oakley, Punch Line and the Bert Allen— 
were a huge success in Maryland last year, with enough entries that 
the two-year-old stake had to be split. We’re excited to offer them 
again in 2015. 

The open stakes formerly held at Colonial Downs may move to 
Laurel Park during its fall meet, thanks to Virginia Racing Commission 
approval in July and following discussions with the Maryland Jockey 
Club’s Sal Sinatra and Georganne Hale. These races are pending 
approval from the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association. 

Graded stakes opportunities may include the $250,000 Grade II 
Colonial Turf Cup and the $100,000 Grade III All Along on September 
12th. The $400,000 Grade II Virginia Derby and the $150,000 Grade III 
Virginia Daks are slated for Dctober 3rd. 

The graded races will run under different names this year for 
copyright reasons—the Virginia Derby will become the Did Dominion 
Derby, the Virginia Daks will become the Did Dominion Daks and the 
Colonial Turf Cup will become the Did Dominion Turf Cup—and will 
be presented by and branded through the Virginia Equine Alliance. 
Because of the configuration of the Maryland oval, there will also 
be some distance changes: The Did Dominion Derby—usually 11/4 
miles—will be run at 1 Ve miles. The Did Dominion Turf Cup will be 
shortened from 1 3/16 miles to 1 Va miles. The All Along will remain at 
1 1/16 miles and the Daks will remain at 1 1/8 miles. 


Next year the races will return to Virginia and the Alliance looks 
forward to future cooperation in race schedules between Virginia 
and Maryland.

Aiken Equine Rescue 
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NSA introduces a new race, 
Ratings Handicap, to America 



The National Steeplechase Association 
introduced a new race to American racing 
—the Ratings Handicap-this past spring, and 
it has proved to be a valuable addition to the 
lineup of races available for both race meets 
and racetracks. 

The Ratings Handicap was instituted at 
the suggestion of the NSA’s Promotion and 
Growth Task Force as a strategy to provide 
more racing opportunities for horses after they 
collect their maiden victories. A staple of jump 
racing overseas, the Ratings Handicap is espe¬ 
cially popular with owners who do not wish 
to risk losing their horses in claiming races. 

“The Ratings Handicap has caught on with 
our horsemen,” said NSA Director of Racing 
Bill Gallo Jr. “It will in time affect claiming 
races and starter handicaps in a positive way, 
but it will not eliminate maiden claimers.” 

The Promotion and Growth Task Force 
responded to the results and comments in an 
owner survey conducted late last year, said Bill 
Price, chairman of the Promotion and Growth 
Task Force, a horse owner, and co-chair of the 
Queen’s Cup, where one of the first Ratings 
Handicaps was held on April 25. 

“The survey results clearly indicated that 
current owners wanted a new race that would 
not put their horses at risk of being claimed. 
That’s understandable because many owners 
have homebreds who are part of the family. 
The Ratings Handicaps provide new racing 
opportunities and keep horses in the hurdle 
game longer,” he said. 

In addition to the Queen’s Cup, Ratings 
Handicaps have been run at the Atlanta 
Steeplechase, Iroquois Steeplechase, Fair Hill 
Races, and Parx Racing. 

The starting point for the Ratings Handicap 
is a numerical rating for every horse in train¬ 
ing who has won over hurdles. Under Gallo’s 
supervision, the ratings were assigned by 
Joe Clancy, editor of the Mid-Atlantic Thor¬ 


oughbred and a member of the Promotion 
and Growth Task Force; chart caller Martin 
Chamberlin; and race caller Will O’Keefe. 

In all, ratings have been assigned to 148 
horses, with reigning Eclipse Award champion 
Demonstrative atop the list at 158. The list 
extends to horses with ratings of 90. 

The ratings form the basis for developing 
races for horses within a certain ratings range. 
For instance, the $35,000 Parx race was open 
to horses with ratings between 90 and 124. 

Weights are based on the ratings, with the 
top-rated horse carrying 158 pounds and all 
others in the field weighted according to their 
ratings down to 140 pounds. 


The Ratings Handicaps have produced some 
close results, with the closest finish a nose. 
Field sizes have grown steadily, with 12 horses 
entered for the Parx race on July 14. 

Gallo said he expects to be able to write 
races for more ranges of ratings as more horses 
score their maiden victories and become eli¬ 
gible to be rated. 

He noted that the Racings Handicap system 
will change how weights are assigned for all 
handicap races. Although it was not an effect 
that he initially expected, he now will use the 
ratings to determine weights for races such 
as the New York Turf Writers Cup (Gr. 1) at 
Saratoga.

Steeplechase participants provide strong foundation and 
international flavor for Amateur Riders Club of America 


After misfortune in April, Bethany Baum¬ 
gardner had a memorable month of May. 

She rode Imperial Way to a first-place fin¬ 
ish in the Maryland Hunt Cup, but they were 
disqualified when weights fell out of her saddle 
pad at the 19th fence on April 25. 

Baumgardner’s fortunes turned around in 
May with her first stakes victory, in the Rad¬ 
nor Hunt Cup (on a disqualification), and a 
trip to Oslo, Norway, with fellow jump rider 
Sarah Shaffer to participate in an international 
amateur race on the flat. 

For years, participants in the steeplechase 
sport have been the foundation of amateur 
race riding through the Amateur Riders Club 
of America. Organized in the mid-1980s by 
renowned Daily Racing Form caricaturist 
Pierre Bellocq (PEB), ARCA has included 
more than 120 National Steeplechase Associa¬ 
tion licensees since 2000, and approximately 
half of them have ridden over fences. 

The Maryland Hunt Cup is but one example 
of the extensive crossover between steeple¬ 


chase racing and international amateur racing. 
In addition to Baumgardner, the field included 
ARCA members Eric Poretz (third), Shaffer 
(fourth), and Annie Yeager. 

Two weeks later at the Iroquois Steeple¬ 
chase, ARCA members had a one-two-three 
finish in the Bright Hour Ratings Handicap. 
Carol-Ann Sloan rode Charminster to a nose 
victory over Tempt Me Alex with Baumgard¬ 
ner aboard, and Keri Brion was third aboard 
One Giant Step. 

In addition, jump rider Zoe Valvo has 
frequently traveled overseas to participate as 
ARCA’s representative in races sponsored by 
the International Federation of Gentlemen and 
Lady Riders (FEGENTRI), and Lia McGuirk, 
who rode 2013 My Lady’s Manor winner 
Moonsox in her first sanctioned start, also has 
ridden in ARCA races. FEGENTRI sponsors 
about 60 races a year. 

In early June, ARCA organized international 
races for the Ladies Division at four Mid- 
Atlantic racetracks, with strong involvement 


by American jump riders. Anna Carrow, who 
formerly worked for Racing Hall of Fame 
trainer Jonathan Sheppard, won the race at 
Delaware Park on June 8. 

Baumgardner had a second at Pimlico Race 
Course on June 4, and Shaffer finished second 
at Parx Racing on June 7. Penn National Race 
Course also hosted an amateur ladies race. 

Donald Yovanovich, an NSA director who 
serves as ARCA’s executive director, said he 
also depends heavily on steeplechase owners 
and trainers to provide the mounts for the 
international amateur races. For example, 
Debra Kachel’s Hooping won the Parx race 
for trainer Ricky Hendriks. 

The ARCA races provide a unique opportu¬ 
nity for steeplechasing’s amateur jockeys, said 
Yovanovich, the first American to serve on the 
FEGENTRI board of directors. “ARCA is not 
just for riding races at the racetrack. It is about 
learning how to ride with confidence, honing 
skills, developing a sense of pace, and good 
horsemanship,” he said.

In Memoriam 


JAMES LAWRENCE 

Virginia horseman James ‘‘Jim’’ L. 
Lawrence Sr., father of Maryland-based 
trainer James “Chuck” Lawrence, died June 
23 at 86. Lawrence was a ninth-generation 
native of Fauquier County, Va., and hved 
in Marshall with his wife Maureen Ashby 
Lawrence. 

Lawrence attended Virginia Tech 
University and was an engineer. He later 
became an insurance agent and was active 
in various community organi 2 ations includ¬ 
ing the Marshall volunteer fire department 
and rescue squad, the Marshall Ruritan 
Club, the Electoral Board of Fauquier 
County and more. 

Throughout his Hfe, he was involved in 
Thoroughbred racing. He was a breeder 
and owner of horses and was well known 
for involvement with the 4-H program 
and for coordinating the pony races at the 
Virginia Gold Cup steeplechase meet. 

In addition to his wife and oldest 
son, survivors include a son Robert Paul 
Lawrence, three grandchildren, brother 
L.E. “Shorty” Lawrence and niece Amy 
Lawrence Glascock. 


DALE THIEL 

Dale Thiel, a stalwart member of the 
Camden, S.C., horse community-a for¬ 
mer steeplechase jockey, trainer, owner 
and director of the Carolina Cup Racing 
Association, died June 26. He was 83. 

Born in Buffalo, N.Y., Thiel rode stee¬ 
plechase races and was making progress 
for trainer Ray Woolfe and the powerful 
Montpelier stable when a fall left Thiel 
with a broken leg. That was 1957, and he 
turned to training. 

He was soon put on the organiang 
committee for the Carohna Cup race meet¬ 
ing, which Woolfe directed, in his home¬ 
town of Camden. When Woolfe died, 
Thiel was named as a temporary replace¬ 
ment. 

He stayed 15 years, overseeing much 
growth in the Carohna Cup (spring) and 
Colonial Cup (fall) steeplechase meets. 
Springdale Race Course attracted sponsors, 
hosted huge crowds, built a permanent 
grandstand while also becoming one of 
the country’s finest training centers-win¬ 
ter home to Hall of Earners Jonathan 
Sheppard, Burley Cocks and others. 


Along the way, Thiel pioneered the early 
stages of racehorse partnerships within 
jump racing, cultivated new participants, 
tested a new fence and was a force in the 
local equine community. 

He and his wife Judy, who died in 2013, 
spearheaded the success of the Camden 
Horse Show (which celebrated its 106th 
anniversary in March) and preserved much 
of the land used by the Camden Hunt for 
horse activities. 

As an owner, Thiel and his family cam¬ 
paigned such notables as Timely Encounter 
(who won the 1988 Temple Gwathmey), 
1997 champion 3-year-old and multiple 
stakes winner Plumb Bob, future stakes 
winner Hudson Bay, multiple winner 
King’s Testamony and more recent win¬ 
ners Call Me Sonny and Sir Dynamite. 

Survivors include daughter Laura Thiel 
ShuU and son CharUe Thiel. 

SYLVIA WOOD 

Longtime Camden, S.C., resident Sylvia 
“Sibby” Upton Wood, co-breeder of 1997 
Horse of the Year Favorite Trick, died July 

1 in Michigan. She was 81. 

Wood rode hunters/jumpers, compet¬ 
ing at Madison Square Garden among 
other locations, and was an avid foxhunt- 
er. She and her husband Maxwell bred 
Favorite Trick, who won all eight starts at 

2 to become juvenile champion and Horse 
of the Year. 

He was second choice in the 1998 Ken¬ 
tucky Derby, but finished eighth behind 
Real Quiet for owner Joseph Lacombe. 
The Woods sold the colt as a yearling for 
$32,000 and sold his dam. Evil Elaine, for 
$1 million. 

Wood also bred Grade 1 winner 
Little Missouri and stakes winner Cold n 
Calculating among others. 

Wood also bred and showed Golden 
Retrievers, many that became champions 
in the show ring and service dogs outside 
of it. 

In 2009, Wood received an award from 
South Carolina for her contributions to 
the arts. 

She also served on the boards of the 
National Steeplechase Museum, Ker¬ 
shaw County Hospital, Kershaw County 
Endowment, Frederick S. Upton Founda¬ 
tion, North Carolina School for the Arts 
and Camden Military Academy. 

Survivors include three children, a sister 
Priscilla Upton Byrns, a brother David 
Upton, two stepchildren and 10 grand¬ 
children.

Maud Muller's filly, 
Maupeace, became a winner and 
stakes producer. The Identify 
fitllj Poppycock was also a win¬ 
ner, and her foals included 1952 
Preakness winner Blue Man. 
Rueful produced winners after 
1940, but her best was her then 
yearling colt by *Royal Minstrel 
Named First Fiddle, he won 10 
stakes, placed in 21 others, was 
a track record setter, won 23 of 
95 starts and earned $398,610 
before becoming a sire. 


Among the offerings were 
Whitney-bred yearling fillies 
by Peace Chance out of 
champion 2-year-old fiUy Maud MuUer, 


B The Saratoga sales were 
fast approaching, and farms throughout 


the region were promoting their 
consignments, including Morven Stud, 
HoUy Beach and Blue Ridge Farm. 

Of the five Blue Ridge Farm yearlings 
offered, all started, three were winners, including 
stakes winners Great Rush (ly Cavalcade) and 
Blue Pennant (by Blue Larkspur). 

B WMs Sharpe Kilmer, one of the nation’s 
leading owners and breeders, died at his 
Sky Lake home near Binghamton, N.Y. 

Kilmer’s purchase of *Sun Briar as a 
yearling in 1916 led to the operation of 
one of the most successful stud farms 
in the country. Court Manor in Virginia. 
Among the best horses Kilmer bred was 
Sun Beau, a son of *Sun Briar who retired 
as the leading money winner in the world. 
A number of Kilmer stallions stood in the 
region, including Sun Circle, Mint Briar 
and Ned Reigh in Maryland. 



10years ago 

B “It’s a rare horse who can improve 
over the five-week, nearly 4-mile bender 
that is the Triple Crown. Afleet Alex 
thrived while everyone else wilted,” 
wrote Sean Clancy after Cash is King 
Stable’s star blasted home to victory in the 
Belmont Stakes-Gl. 

Tim Ritchey trained Afleet Alex hard 
and the colt ran hard. The loss in the 
Kentucky Derby seemed inconceivable 
after the results of the other two clas¬ 
sics. “It was the way the race was run,” 
explained Ritchey of the Derby. “There 
were instances where Jeremy [Rose] had 
to spurt through little holes, and use him 
a Htde bit to get in position. He couldn’t 
make that one big three-eighths-of-a-mile 
run. . . He ran a great race to get beat a 


length. If it was meant 
to be, he would have 
won.” 

B Seventeen-year-old 
Anna Rose Napravnik, 
an exercise rider for 
trainer Dickie Small, 
won with her first 
official mount, piloting 
Ringofdiamonds to 
victory in the first race 
at Pimlico June 9. 

Napravnik had 
worked for Small for 
just over a year, and 
had long dreamed of 
becoming a jockey. “She’s 
an absolute natural,” said Small. “She has 
phenomenal balance-I think she could 
stay on a hummingbird.” 

B Sidney Watters was the latest Mid- 
Atlantic trainer to enter the Racing Hall 
of Fame. The lifelong Marylander started 
his career with jumpers-he conditioned 
steeplechase champions Amber Diver and 
Shadow Brook—and continued with flat 
champions Hoist the Flag and Slew o’ 
Gold and major winners Love Sign and 
Slewpy. At age 87 and in poor health, he 
said in a brief interview: “It was so long 
ago. Some of those horses, I wish I still 
had them. Hoist the Flag was the greatest. 
He was a wonderful horse.” 

Said Watters’ nephew Dickie Small, 
“He ranks with the best steeplechase 


riders and trainers and 
with the best trainers of 
flat races. He also won 
a flat race in Saratoga as 
an amateur rider in the 
1930s. . . He’s the most 
wonderful guy you ever 
saw.” 

B Lyphard, one of 
the all-time great 
Pennsylvania-breds and 
beheved to be the oldest 
son of Northern Dancer, 
died at Gainesway Farm 
in Lexington, Ky, at 36. 
The flashy bay out of 
the * Court Martial mare 
Goofed was bred by Mrs. J.O. Burgwin at 
her Barberry Farm near Sewickley, sold as 
a weanling for $35,000 at the Keeneland 
November sale in 1969, and resold in 
England to French trainer Alec Head. 
Racing exclusively in Europe, Lyphard 
won five stakes in France and retired to 
stud in that country before moving to 
Gainesway in 1978. 

Sixty-five of Lyphard’s 115 stakes 
winners won in graded company, and he 
was the sire of 13 champions, includ¬ 
ing Manila, Dancing Brave and Three 
Troikas (Fr), the latter two Prix de I’Arc de 
Triomphe-Gl winners. His daughters pro¬ 
duced more than 200 stakes winners, 98 in 
graded or group races, including a dozen 
champions.

The Wrights purchased 
her from the Hamiltons as a weanling at 
a Timonium auction for $5,200. Midway 
through her 3-year-old season she had 
earnings of $250,580. 

B The first foals by two Maryland-based 
sons of Mr. Prospector hit the track and 
got their first wins in their debuts. First to

B Well-known New York trainer Scotty 
Schulhofer faced the daunting task of 
judging a record 140 yearhngs at the 


MHBA’s annual show in Timonium. His 
selection of a chesmut Pilot Ship gelding 
as champion was the latest chapter in the 
fairytale of Lost Baggage, whose life was 
spared through the efforts of breeder/ 
owner Joy Moore in 1988. Moore 
purchased the mare Return Flight, with 
the show champion in utero, from kill 
buyers following a December mixed sale. 
The story of Moore, Return Fhght and 
the foal had been described in an award¬ 
winning series written by Ross Peddicord 
for the Baltimore Evening Sun in February 
1989. A follow-up by Peddicord was 
printed—along with a color photograph 
of Moore and the broodmare—on page 1 
of The Evening Sun after Lost Baggage 
won the show. 

Schulhofer’s reserve champion was 
Richard Golden’s colt by Nasty and Bold 
out of Algoma Gold, by Silent Screen. 

The Lost Baggage saga ended sadly when 
he died from illness that December. The Nastg 
and Bold colt did make it to the races. Sold as 
a yearling for $13,500, Cruel Cavalier was a 
stakes-placed earner of $213,610. Among the 
horses who failed to get a ribbon that year was 
Go Idmineds Dream, who won or placed in 13 
stakes and earned $511,261.

50years ago 

B Marylanders were on the move on 
farms around the state. Among those 
taking up new residences were Ohver 
and Jean Goldsmith at Longwood Farm 
in Glenwood; Mr. and Mrs. Richard B. 
Edgar at Spring Lake Farm in Baltimore 
County; John Manfuso, who purchased 
his first farm near Westminster; and 
trainer Thomas J. Barry, after selecting a 
property in Darlington.

B The long and full life 
of horseman Bash Hall 
was recounted by Snowden 
Carter, who visited with 
him a few months shy 
of his 80th birthday. 

“Basil has been raising, 
breeding, training, buying and 
selling horses in Maryland 
since 1911. And [no matter 
how hard he may argue to the 
contrary] the old gentleman 
isn’t done yet,” wrote Carter. 

B Retired champion sire 
Occupy, who stood his entire 
stud career in Maryland, 
died at Country Life Farm 
at age 24. The son of *Bull 
Dog was the leading money¬ 
winning 2-year-old of 1943 
and a stakes winner each year 
from 2 to 5 before retiring to Sagamore, 
and later moving to Country Life.

Occupys daughters left a lasting legacy as 
the dams orgranddams of the likes of top sires 
Habitat, Northfields and Kris Y 


B Mrs. Lucien 
Laurin’s 4-year-old 
Repeating captured 
the $100,000 
Monmouth 
Handicap. It was 
the richest win by 
a Maryland-bred 
in five years. 

The Double Jay 
ridghng, bred by Mr. 
and Mrs. Peter Jay 
at their Windmill 
HiU Farm in Havre 
de Grace, was the 
Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year 
at 2 and the state’s 
champion male at 
3. Trainer Lucien 
Laurin offered him 
for sale for $40,000 
at the conclusion of his sophomore sea¬ 
son, but there were no takers. 

B Maryland-bred 2-year-old filly 
Miss Spin, a daughter of Spin owned 
and bred by Cleveland Skinker, set a 
Delaware Park track record in her second 
start, getting SVz furlongs in 1:04.

Superstar Shuvee: an amazon among boys 



In the 20 th century, 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic region were named national champions. 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred takes a look 
each month at one of those luminaries. 

S he was big, stout and sound, but not 
coarse. She was racing royalty, classi¬ 
cally bred-a daughter of champion 
Nashua out of Coaching Club American 
Oaks winner Levee, a daughter of HaU 
of Famer HiU Prince—and acted the part. 
Over four seasons of racing, Shuvee 


repeatedly raised the bar of accomphsh- 
ments among distaffers. 

The first, and still only, fiUy or mare 
to win the Jockey Club Gold Cup, which 
she did in 1970 when run at 2 miles, and 
repeated in her final career start the next 
year, Shuvee retired in 1971 as the rich¬ 
est female runner in history ($890,445). 
Whitney Stone’s Virginia-bred homebred 
was twice named champion handicap mare 
(1970, 1971) and won 15 stakes from 2 
to 5. 


The golden chestnut with a spot of 
white dabbed on her forehead stood 16.1 
hands and was described by noted turf 
writer Charles Hatton in the American 
Racing Manual after her 4-year-old season 
as ‘‘a filly of ama2on proportions. . . The 
dimensions of the average stall did not suit 
her, and she fit into her Aqueduct apart¬ 
ment like an elephant in a shoebox.” 

It took her six tries before she broke her 
maiden at Saratoga at 2, but once she got 
going, she blossomed. By year’s end she 
also counted back-to-back wins in the rich 
Fri 2 ette and SeHma Stakes. 

Trained by Mike Freeman, Shuvee dis¬ 
played her distance ability at 3, scoring 
three times at IH miles. Her wins included 
New York’s filly Triple Crown (Acorn, 
Mother Goose and Coaching Club Ameri¬ 
can Oaks) and the Alabama. 

Hatton was smitten. The filly with “a 
head of marvelous refinement reflecting 
her high breeding,” he noted: ‘‘The most 
blase sophisticate among racing men of 
taste must concede Shuvee was ‘one of the 
ones.’ ” 

Shuvee was inducted into the Hall of 
Fame in 1975. The dam of four stakes 
horses, she died in 1986 at age 20 from 
foahng complications after delivering her 
11th foal at her birthplace, Morven Stud.

M any unique items can be found in the NSLM’s permanent 
collection, including a ceramic sculpture with deep 
Maryland roots. 

The Percheron work horse was sculpted by Edward Marshall 
Boehm, who speciali 2 ed in ceramic. Boehm was a native of 
Maryland, and is best known for his sculptures of birds. The 
Percheron ceramic was commissioned by the Maryland Draft 
Horse Breeders Association in 1948, and was presented that year 
to Humphrey S. Finney in recognition for his annual sponsorship 
of draft horse classes at the Maryland State Fair. 

Finney (1903-1984) was best known in the horse world as 
president, then chairman, of Fasig-Tipton, the prominent horse 
auctioning firm. Although he had a soft spot for draft horse 
breeds, he spent much of his life working with Thoroughbreds. 

Finney was born in England and moved to the United States 
at 21. After spending several years in the Midwest conditioning 



hunters and polo ponies for Albert Krippendorf and then for 
Juhus Fleischmann, Finney broke into the Thoroughbred world 
as an assistant to H. Guy Bedwell of Laurel, Md. 

Finney eventually rose to the position of farm manager at 
Sylvester Labrot’s Holly Beach Farm in Anne Arundel County, 
before founding and editing The Maryland Horse maga 2 ine for the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association.
